' A Frer the peace between Titan and Saturn, Titan ſaw in hin# 

Aſelk, that he could not with honour abide under lus younzer 
Byother ; but choſe rather to ſearch his adventures in other places; 
than to be Subject in his own Country. He took his Wife, his 
Childzen and Friends, and departed at all adventure into divers 
places, where he found fozrune lo good and happy, that by arms 
and ſtrength he made himſelf King of divers Realms, which he 
parted unto his Childꝛen, and pꝛovided certain Spyes, to obſerve if 
his Bꝛother Saturn Married, and if his Wife bꝛought fo2th Datz 
Childꝛen, and whether he put them to death oz no. During theſe 


things, Saturn dwelled with his Mother and his Siſterg, Cibel any W 


Ceres, and reigned with great Magniftcence* the people of the 
Country Crowned him with great Glozy,. with a Crown of Lat: 
rel; Saturn accepted this Royal Ponour, and took the Scepter in 
his hand, and bare the Crown on his head, and Keigned wiſely; 
inducing his people to live honeſtly, and to love vertue, andowained | 
a naked Swoꝛd to be bozn befoze him in gn of Jultſce. Me did 


Juſtice on Malekactoꝛs, and e xalted them that were good: he alls 


did build a City, which he named Creet, becaule- the Ille bare the 
faſd name, and he waͤs the firſt Anhabiter. When he had founded 
the City, he oꝛdalned his Pallace and dwelling place in the middle 
thereof, as the heart is in the midſt ol the body, ro miniſter to the 
Members, ſo he would inſtruct and govern his people. And after 
tis; he chofe an hundzed and four wile men, which he inſtituted and 
oꝛdained Counſellours and Governozs- ok his Realm. And then 
they of Creet, ſeeing the great wisdom of their King, allembled 
together leveral times, and named him a God: and pet moe, they 
kounded unto him a Temple, an Altar, and an Idol, bearing im the 
ane hand a Sickle, in dgnification, that he deſtroyed the viceg in ſuch 
wiſe, as the Sickle cutteth Herbs, and deſtroyeth the. Meeds: and 
in the other hand, he held a Serpent, that did bite his tail, koꝛalmuch 
ag Saturn ſaid, that every man ſhould bite the tail of the Serpent, 
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that is to ſay, that every-man ſhould fear and flye the evil end: 


Foz the end oktentimes is venomous, as the Tail of a Serpent, 


and that appeareth vet dally, by the end or many evil diſpoſed and 
Invenomed Men. | | 
By the means of theſe things, the Renown of King Saturn 
grew famous, there were moze abundance of Fruits than in any 
other time. So that the Poets compared the wozld at this time, 
to Gold, which is molt pꝛetious of all Mettals: wherefoze Men 


. Hay that Saturn was the firſt man that found the manner to melt 
Mettal, and to Refine Gold, and made his Uellels and Utenſils 
. Pf his Houle, of divers Mettals. Then began Men, by the Doctrine 

ok Saturn, to uſe and wear Gold, to Myne the Rocks, to pierce 


perillous Mountains, to haunt Thomy Deſarts, to fight with 
derpents, fierce Dꝛagons, deadly Giiffons, and divers monſtrous 
ts, and to ſpꝛead abꝛoad their wozldly Engines. By theſe 


Exertiles, Saturn learned men to take their Beaſts; and fir 
found. out the manner of Shooting and dzawing of the Bow. Ot 


Gold made Saturn his Houle, his Chambers, and Halls, to ſhine 
by marvelloug-wozking. He was ſtrong and hardp, and did not 
fear any Serpent of the Mountain, noz any Wonler of the 
Delarts, oz Beaſt dwelling in Caves. He knew the Ueins of 
Gold in the earth, and could diſcern them from the veins of Sil- 
ver. Ye-edified rich things of Gold, pleaſant to the eye-Cight, and 
Couragions to the heart. In this tine of the Golden Wozld, the 
people lived long, and all the Woyly laboured-in edilication of Sci: 
ente: Among whom Saturn wag never idle, after he had once 
laboured fn Earing and Sowing Com. He melted and refined 


Gold and other Mettals, and inured his men to dꝛaw the Bow. He

A. thente, to have the better occaſion to adide there, he builded 
a Temple and dedicated it to his mother Cibel, and did make an IAm⸗ 
age oꝛ Statue of a woman in Royal attyre, that gave meat to ma⸗ 
ny (mall Images of lirrle Childzen, in remembꝛante that ſhe had 
ſaved the life of her Childzen. And when his Temple was perfect- 
ed and made unto the Dedication, Saturn and Cibel came thither 
with all the Nobles of the Country, and made a great ſolemnity, 


that dured fifreen days in great gladneſs. And at this great feaſt and 


merriment failed not Jupiter and Juno, fo about the end ok this ſa⸗ 
lemnity, the Nobles-of the Country treated their marriage, and 
the Pꝛiellg of the Temple of Cibel-afſured and berrothed them toge⸗ 
ther. In the ſame Temple their Spouſals were made and celebza- 
ted with great glozy, not poſſible to be rehearſed. And Jupiter and 
Juno lay together, and engendzed a Daughter, that they named 
Phebe. The Parthenians fo2 a memoyy of this marriage, founded 
a Temple, wherein they ſet the Jmage of Juno, And after Jupiter 


married Juno, they made in thar Temple an Anniverſary Fea, 


which was held in manner of a wedding. After theſe things, Sa- 
turn returned into Creet, and Pluto into a part of Theſſaly, where 
he founded the City of Hell, whereof ſhall be ſpoken in the letond 

ok, and Neptune returned into Athens, where the Athenians 
made him King, as well fo2 his vertueg, as that he was Son of Sa- 
turn, at that time the mot renowned King of the wozld.

TWhen they ol Creet ſaw Saturn ſo troubled his ſecret council ' 
endeaboured to comfozt him: but it helped nought, fo2 they could not 
get from his mouth the cauſe of his melancholly, till he had determi⸗ 
ned that he wauld-perſecute his Son lupiter. And then he did af: - 
ſemble his Pꝛintes and Councellozs, and ſaid to them: J charge 
and adjure you all, by the names of all our Gods, that e adviſe me 
what ſhall, 02 ought a King to do with a man that he doubteth, bn 
a. dibine anſwer that hath been ſald to him, that this man thall put 
him out ok his Reign and Kingdom. When they of Creet had un⸗ 
derſtood the charge and adjuration of the King, they appointed one, 
to give this anlwer : Sir, the Council. knoweth that ye had anſwer 
ok. your God, that ye had engendzed.a Son that ſhould put you out 
of your Realm and that Dame Cibel was then engendzed of lupi-- 
ter: the Council pzayeth y that ye will conſider, hom pe were de⸗ 
pzivedof-your Crown and! .v loſt it, and he delivered doch and quit - 
you of your enemies. Jf the cauſe of-your charge and adjuration touch 
not this matter, the Councel is of opinion, that if the King have 
puiſſante and might over him that he doubterh, and that he have cauſe 
evident, he ought to make him ſure from that man, and free from

Said Saturn, the advice of the Council is reaſonable-enough :

And there was 
not one man, but had his face charged with grief and heavineſs. 

The day then d2ew [paſt : and on the mozn, Saturn Armey 
himſelf and ſounded Trumpets to arms. They of Creet aroſe this 
mozning, and many there were of them that knew the intention of 


Saturn: And alſo there were many that marvailed at that, what - 


the King would do, and could find no reaſon wherefoze he made 
this Army: Foz all Creet was in peace, and all the Titanoys 
were diſperſed, and put unto deſtruction fozever. Among all os 


ther, Cibel knew not what to think: Seeing that Saturn ſent not

W Wen King Troos had named his City Troy, and was 
exalted in ſo high renown, that the Kings his neighbours, 
as. to his regard, were but in litrle-revecence; and leſs glozy : 
many. thus loling their honours, by his great wozſhip, began to 
murmur again( him in deed, and alſo in thought, and among 
all other, King Tantalus ot Phrigie, Son of the Arcadian lupi- 
ter, Ring of Attics; took in great deſpight the excellenty of Troos, 
and tonũdered againſt him, and made a great aſſembly of men ot 
Arms, and ſo departed out ok his Realm, with intention to de⸗ 
Þ firov: King Troos and his City of Troy. This Tantalus had a 
don in his company named Pelops : and left a Son at home nam- 
J Thieſtes, fozaſmuch as he was poung. And this Thieſtes 
had a-Son named Phileſtines the Father of Menalaus that reig⸗ 
ned in the time of the third deſtruction of Troy. But to return 
I toqur purpoſe, this Tantalus behaved himſelf ſo, that he conduc- 
mend an Poſt upon the Tertitozy of. Troy, and did de⸗ 
ſtroy things that was in thetr puillante, unts plain veſtructſon. 
Y Wherewſth:the try andclamours of them that fled was ſo great, 
that in chozt time King Troos was advertiſed of it, whereof he 
was not afraid, fo2 he had the City well garniched with people: 
Aldo he made ready to reſiſt his adberſaries, and that by ſuch dili⸗ 
gente, that when he had heard the tydings in the mozning, within 
lour hours alter he iſſued out of Troy with thirty thouſand ght 
— and dum Nr place-where the Phrigians wert en · 
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battel-again(t them, — 0 * *. firſt battel that ever was in 


How King: Tant ala of Phrigie aſſailed the King Treos of Troy 11 
and how Illion and Garimedes hisSons discomſited him in bat- 
tel. ; 
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This noble King Troos had in his company two Sons, of 
ion the eldeſt was called Ulioo, ta whom tame down 2 

taben the Paladium. And the vounger was called Ganime- 
des. Thele two Sons vallantly came into the Field, and re⸗ 
quired their Father Troos to part his Army in two: and that he 
would grant to them his Command, to pꝛove their might upon 


tmqeir enemies. 


Troos tonſidering that y ſeparation of bis people, they that 
were beaten oꝛ put bsek might be ſuttoured when it ſhould tome to 
ſtrobeg, he granted the requelt ol his two Song, and gave unto 
them twelve thouſand fighting men, 11ion and Gan imedes thank- 
ed King Troos their Father, and took leave or him, and went 
foxth with their fighting men, in ſuch wiſe that they were a mile 
bekoze the Battel of the King. And ſo King Treo: followed the 
Battel of hig Two Sons, Illion and Ganimedes. And he had 


certain Kiders between both, appointed fo2 to repoʒt to King 


Troos, when his Song had kaund .Tantalusthefrienemp 3 and: 
allo tle two noble Song had bekoze them divers Elpies, and 
Watches, that were lent out into divers places, to ſee and dilto⸗ 
ver the ſtate and o2der of their enemies, which found them about: 
the evening ; and after, they returned unto 11ion and Ganimedes;! 
and bid them make chear, and that they had ſeen the enemies ol 
Troy, in a tertain plate that they named, and that there thy had 


[cen them loꝛged: and that they might well be fumbycd be elt · 


mation about thirty thouſand fighting men. 
Ok thele tydings had the Trojans great joy, -ſt was ther time 
about mid⸗ night, and they were lodged in the end of a Nalley: 1i-" 


on and Ganimedes, the ſame hour aſſembled all the Noblemen of- 


their tompany, and told them what the E pies had repozted, and 
demanded of them councel, All were of opinlon that they Gotild: 
ſuffer their Hof to reſt yer a good hour, and atter that they ſhould 
bꝛeak their faſt a little and lightlu, to the end to habe the better 
end longer their breath, and allo to be the moze couragious, and 
to taufe thein to be the better awaked, and ts done they ſhould 
depart, to go and aſſay their enemies. This opinion ſeemed 
good unto the Sons of the King. And they ugnitied their in- 
gr," by rhe Riders unto _ Father Fg After this m_ 
ye 62 the 
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withdꝛew then to take a little their reſt, and gave charge to them 
that kept the watch, to awake them when they ſaw their time: and 


and they had but little reſted, when they were awaked and called, 


and that each man ſhould take bis arms and follow on; the Tro» 
jans obeyed, and knew well it was time to make ready ſpeedily. 


They were never lo glad as they were when then knew they ould 


go to batrel, they eat and dzunk temperately all with one good 
will, they garniſhed them with their arms: and ſhewed the one 
to the other, how they would fight the battel, and confound their 


enemies, and menaced them of an evil conflict with them. 


At this hour, the Moon ſhone bzight: by which light, Llion 
and Ganimedes put their ptople in good array. When they had 


took the ſhozt rekectlon, they began to march toward them, and 
put themſelves befoze-all other: they came ſo nigh by Moon-light 


and by theic-guides, that they were heard of them that kept the 


watch of thetr enemies that they ſought : the which fled into the 
Tents of King Tantalus, and awoke him, and told him that the 


Trojans were come to aſlail ryem-: and that they had ſeen them in 
great number. But Tantalus believed not lightly his watch, and 
deferred his ariſing mote than need wag. - He had net long bidden, 


but the Trojans came upon his Hoſt and laid load upon the Phri- 


gians ſo unmeaſurably; that the reſounding of their (troakes fell 
ints the cars of 'Tantalus, which aroſe terribly afraid. With 
this fray were awaked all the Phrigians in general: fome by moꝛ⸗ 
tal wounds, and ſome by their cries, and (ome hurt gricvoully. 
In coming on thus, the Trojans damaged greatly cheir ene- 
mies: and the moze, becauſe many of them were not furniſhed 


with their, which were \mitten down by the Swozds: of che 
\Trojans, and they wer ebeaten down, maimed moztally, 


and wallowing in their blood. This notwithſtanding, though 


that the coming on of the Trojans was ſharp, and that Ilion 
and Ganimedes appꝛoved themſelves ſharply in their wozk. Tan- 
dalus and his Sons Pelops, gathered their people that withdzew 
them about their Tent, and there muſtered them together, and 


when they found them in number ſufficient to enter into batrel, 
Tantalus crped Phrigie, Phrigie: — he did cauſe yis my 
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ple id-11ndich againſt the Trojans that dear down all betoze chem

Ganimedes and Pelops entountered together, being full of 
Freat tourages, they fonght rogerher a great wile; by the wounds 
chat were leen upon rhefr heads, they were lite the one ro llaß the 
other, and the dne had Cam the viher;had not Tantalus and lit 
on been by. Foz Tantalas finote upon Ganimedes, and Ilion 
note Pelops, and the Trojans and Phrigians medted the one with 
the other: and there degan the datighrer and murrher, there 
was fighting as Champlons, ſewing each man his vertue 
urid his proweſs lo ſtrongly, fozaſmurh a thep ſaws the Moon go 
down. Atid yer was not the day tome. when they found in the 
Wozning rhe plate all covered with bldody heads of men dead: hit 
the number of rhe Phrigians, that there were put to the woztt, 
was the much greater number, ten agalnſt dne, than of rhem 
dt Troy.

Theſe were two no- 
ble Sons of the King, of whom the names were dozn into all 
the Mart ges thereabouts, with ſo great a bzuit and nof e, that not 
only the neigbours of Troo came to make alliance with King 
Troo and the Trojans f but there came alſo Kings of many far 
Countries of theEaff, which could not mag niſie enough the pufſ 
fance of the King, and of the City of Troy. ch 

In theſe days when Troy ſpewed the rayes of her pulſſante and 
nobleneſs though the untverſal woꝛld; Saturn late Ring dk Creet, 
failed by the Seas with litt ie company, not as a Ring and Pa- 
leſſoꝛ oł the Realm, but as banſſhed and i(ſpurveyed of al Land 
and Country, ſo pooz that he had no place to withdzaw him ro, 
noꝛ knew not whit her io go, but onty by deſarrs and by the depth 
of the Sea. When he bad been in this point a great while, think- 
ing without end how he might perſecure his Son Jupiter fortune 
hought him into the Sea of Helleſpont, and then beholding as 
bout: him, he eſpyed Troy, which was a City palling kair and rich, 
and of marvellsus greatneſs. And then he thought to take a 

Httle reſt, and to put away his melancholly & to revicual his ſbip, 
and people, he ſatled into the City and landed at the pozr. When 
the Trojans had (cen the Ship of Saturn, that was better and 
moe of value than all the Ships, that the» had ever ſeen, the 
Halter of the Ships of Troy, went, haſtily unto rhe King 

roos, and ſaid : Sir, be of good cheer, and make ready thy 
Houſe, A alfure pou, that there is come right now unto. your Pozt, 
the molt rich Shtp that ever was leen on the Sea, and it ſeemeth, 
this confldered, that in ſo noble a (ip, muſt be ſome Noble oz.

Anon as King Troos heard.theſe tydings of the Maſter Mar⸗

Perſeus 
nor his Bꝛother Danaus kaught not, but with the Bealls ons 
that tame upon them. UMhen Bellerophon had a little cealſed the 
fight againſt rh!ſe' Uermine, and had found it moze ſharp and 


moe biting, (fox the point of his Swoꝛd was made terrible blunt, 


with ſtriking againſt their hard ſcaleg, and skins) then there leapt . 
down, and out ok their holes the Goats, and the Lyons, and 


came down: foz to allail the Knight in fo great Humber, that he 


wagenvironed with them. 
Some of theſe Bealts'eſcaped from him and came to Perſeus, 


amd gave him his hands kull to emplop his ffrength andp;oweſs + 
the Lyons leapt about the neck of Rellerophon, ſometime in ſuch 


number; that in no part he might be (Fen. Pet by bis ability he 


tauld well ſave himtelk, but he had never eſcaped, there came o 


much vename upon him there, and beaſts, and on Perſeus and Da- 
naus, - which lo fiercely aſlailed them: and ik he had not won a 


Mock, upon which he got up with great pain. Foz to go upon 
this Rock, there was but one ſttait way, then compaſſed him the 


Ldyns, and with them the other beaſts, which ſtayed on the way 
of the Rock, and at the kbot, roaring and making great noiſe a⸗ 
bout him, fo that Perſeus and Danaus had none other hope of the

foutſy : And they fled not, hut abode as beaſts familiar, æ ſoze cove- 
tous of mans blood, in whom reigned exrceeding'great flercene(s, 
as much as in any wild beaſt at that time. 7 

Hard and marvellous was the battel as Pereus and Danaus bes - 
held, and thought in what faſhion they might ſuttour Bellero- 
phon. The noble Knight, defended him to his power, and ſeek- 
ing how he might ſave him from rhfs peril, he caſt his excs upon a 

- great one that hanged over the way ol the rock, whereupon he 
was mounted, and then he thought il he might mate that ſtone 
to fall down, that he ſhould kill rhe moſt part of the beaſts. Then 
he began a little and a little to mobe the ſtone, and to ſeek the joyn- 
tures that held it, and ſo much taboured, that in the end he made 
it to tall upon the Lyons, Serpents, and Goats, in ſuch wile, 
as in the falling he made allſthe Rocks to tremble, and feared in 
general thele unhappy Beats, ſu that they were all bꝛulſed, like as 
the Thunder had come upon them, and vet that moze is, with 
the tumbling down, it made the Rock that Bellerophon 
ffood on, ſo ſhake, thas he tumbled down thereon, and was ſo aſto⸗ 
niſhed, that he knew not whether it was day o2 night. 
The ſtone was great, and brought do vn many ſtones with it?. 
Perſens and Danaus thought at the beginning that all the Moun⸗ 
taàins had tumbled down, and were not very well aſſured in them⸗ 
ſelves. This-notwithCanding, they beheld plainly in the end, 
and ſeeing after the noita gt the Tempeſt, that their fellow lay 
upꝛight all along upon the Kock, they ſuppoſed, that he had been 
dead, Then they made great ſozrow, and appzoachey the Rock, 
where they foundrhe Beaſts lying under the ſtones dead, and they 
went upon the Mountain, and then knew that Bellerophon was: 
not dead: whereof they recovered great foy, and ceaſing their ſoꝛ⸗ 
row, they took the Knight between their arms, and Perſeus de⸗ 
manded how it ſtood with him, and haw he felt himlelk.

- Perſeus and Danaus ſearched this Moun- 
tain,and went into the Caves of the Beaſts, but they foumd none, 

and Cill ſate Bellerophon upon the Rock, fo he might not go fox 


the hurt of his foor. And then as the two Knights had ferehed a 


compaſs and gone about the Hill, they returned to Zellerophon, 
and then Perſeus laid to him: My Byother, how well art ihou 
wozthy to have of me pꝛaiſe and commendation :- Thou halt this 
dax done a good and holy wozk, by thy wozthy behaviour, thou haſt 
, gotten unto thy name the Crown of glozious fame, thbu hall paſ- 


dd the ffrdit way and paſſage of miſ-foztune, from; whence thou 
- &t iſlied clear as the Sun: And not only thou haſt labouren 


for thy weal and uttliry,bus foꝛ the good and p2ofit of this Region:; 
fo2 thou haſt lain tte Warders of the Serpent, and the Pozters 
of the Lyons, that kept this country uninhabſtable, which ſhalt 
from hencefozward be inhabited, and occupied with people. Bel- 


F tcrophon was ali abaſhed, when he heard the glozy that Perſeus 
gave unto him, dy meekneſs and humiliry that was in him; and 


anſwered, I there be any wozſhip in this wozk, that it ſhall turn 
as well unto them as unto him, and they began to pꝛaile each o⸗ 


ther, and they eat upon this Pill the lame night, afrer they had 


made Sacrifice-untothetr Gods. And thither came all the Apu- 


hans, where they made great chear. Afterward they tool all the 

Skins of the Lyons, and the heads of the Serpentg that were 
dead, in ſign of victozy, and laded them in their Galley, and they 
bare them with them into their Galley with Bel leropken, finally 


they went unto the Sea, and ſailen toward to the Pozt of Atha-- 


nes, but when they thought to have dawn unto this Pozr, ſud-

N Thebes there refpethed them theſe Apulians, and made al⸗ 

liance with the King, after they departed from thence, and took 
their way by land towards Argos, under and by the conduc of 
Bellerophon, that then was healed of his foot, who knew well the 
Country. When Bellerophon had guided them ſo nigh Argos, 
that in an hour they might run befoze the Gates, he ſignilled it un⸗ 
to Perſeus : and then Perſeus made his Pf to tarry fn a Nalley, 
and ſent Danaus unto King Prycus, to ſummon him that he 
ſhould yield the Realm unto Ring Achriſius. Danaus went to 
Argos and accompliſhed rhe ſummons : King.Prycus anlwered 
ta him, that he was King, and that he would keep that title. Dana- 
us returned unto the Holt of Perſeus with this anſwer, and made 
to him the repozt. Perſeus then hoped that King Prycus would 
come to him, and give him battel, and had thereof great joy and 
pleaſures. fo2 he defired nothing in rhe would moze than to be in 


rms: aid fo? to be the better able ts withtand his Foe, he 02- 


dalned that night that he would part his battel in thꝛee, whereof he 


gabe charge ok the firſt battel to Bellerophon, and he himſelk held 
me ſecond battel; and to Danaus he betook the third: and thus 
when he began to let fozth Bellerophon on his way, he had not 
far gone, when he ſaw from far King Prycus, that knew ol their

When King-Prycus ſaw him come with ſs little a company, he 
ſuppoſed that it had been Perſeus, and thought to have utterly over- 
thꝛo wn them at the frſt encounter, and made his people to ſet a⸗ 
gainlt —_— which within ſhozt ſpace began a cruel and hard 
of this battel was Prycus right joyful at the allem⸗ 
bly, anvdiWell' employed his Arms and Swozd, but at that time 


as he ſuppoſed by fozce to remain victozious, he calt his eyes towards 


Thebes, and ſaw Perſeus andhis battel, that ſhewed themſelves:

ty, of Argos, the Gates whereof were open, and there was ng 
man reſiſted them. When he was in the City, he made an Edic; 
charging upon pain of death, that none be ſo hardy to uſe any vis- 
lence oꝛ fozce there. Akter that he ſent to ſeck his Gꝛandkather 
Achriſius, and tsld him who he was, and lo delivered to him again 
his City and Realm. 

Foz this courteſie Achriſius held himſelf greatly beholding uns 
to Perſeus, and asked him, and enquired of his daughter Danae 
and of their adventures. Perſeus told him all that he knew, and 
then Achriſius was (0zry at that hard uſage that he had done, and 
fo: to amend all, he adopted Per ſeus to be his ſon, and gabe him 
the full power to govern the City, and himſelf withdew him in⸗ 
to the Tower of Dardan, and then ſent again unto Naples Dar- 
danus his Bꝛother, with whom went Bellerophon, and te gave 
unto them, and to their company, great trealures at their de 
parting. Perſeus got many Argiens into Lybia, and made 
them to inhabit the Country. And thus abode Perſeus in Argos 
with his wike Andromeda, of whom he got many childzen ; that 
is to ſap, Sthelenus, Blache, Demon, Ericteus, and Gorgo- 


phon, which all becaine-men, and be:ook wives, King Achri- 


ſius pet reigning. And among all other, Gorgophon had one 
wife, of whom he had two long, Alceus and Election, Alceus: 
engendzed Amphitrion, and Electien engendzed Alcumena, of 
whom came Hercules. J will not ſay much of the facts and ol 
the generations ok this. Perſeus ;, he governed palſing well the 
Realm; and loved much King Achriſius: but there fell- an hard 
foztuncunts him, fo; as he went ona night alone unto the Tow⸗ 
ex ol Dardan to go viſit the King, the Guerbech © or the Mae

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© 4Anewhim not, and fell upon him, and hurt hin; when he felr him 


fmicten, he pur himſelf to defence. The noiſe wared great, the 
King heard the noiſe, and came running down to part the fray, 
thꝛuſted into the pꝛeſs, in luch wie that Ferſeus knew him not, x 
with his S wozd he [mote him, that he ew him, and all the peo⸗ 
ple with him: and anon akter, when he came in, and found him 
dead, he remembzed and thought he had pat him to death, afrer - 
the Pꝛognollication of the Gods, and made great ſozrow, & did 
oꝛdain his Oblequie right ſolemnl s. And at this Dblequie haps 
pened to be there, Jupiter and his Son Vulcan, which at that time 
pꝛactiſed together the Science ol Magick, and Pigromancy . 
At this time Vulcan kozged and wiougyt the Thunders unta 
Jupiter; that is to ſay, he hiiſied hiinſelk with troubling by fire 
and Swozd, the Realms ok his Netghsours : Perſeus then did 
great honour and wozſhip unto his Father Jnpiter , and likewiſe 
did Jupiter unto Perſeus : and each rehearſed to other their adven⸗ 
ures © but when the Obſequie of King Achriſius was perfozmed; 
and Jupiter ſaw Perſeus fs heavy that he could have no joy, he re⸗ 
turned into Creet unto his wife ſuno, and there heererciſed him⸗ 
ſelk in the Art of Magick. And then when Pericus found himſelf 
alone in Argos; & law that he could have no joy, he departed from 
thence and went to the City of Miſene, but he retgned there not 


long, fozalmuch as the death ol Achriſius renewed always, and ge 


xouldnot put it out of his mind, and lo departed thence; and with⸗ 
diew him with a great Holt jnto the Ozient, where he got and ton⸗ 


. Yuered by Arms a great Country, which he namen Perſia, after 


his own name, and there founded the City called: Perſepolis,afcer 
charche had danquiſhed and put to death Liber Pater, which made 
him war. And then when he had ſo done, he provided foz his chil: 
dren; that his two Sons Alceus and Electrion, with Awphitrion 


and Alcumena, dwelled in Tnebes, and Brachman reigned in 


Perſia, Kricteus upon the red Sea, and Stelenus in Miſene: But

How Hercules fought at the Port of, Troy againſt a Monſter of 
the Sea, for the Daughter of King Laomedon. 1 


Ow in that time, as Boccace reherſeth in his Genealogp 

of the Gods, in the third Chaptez of the irt Book: Lao- 
medon the King of Troy was buſie to foztifie his City with 
Walls and Towers. Ye was not well turniſbed with Trea- 
fares, no with money : foz to accomplich his veffre, he went un- 


td the Temple of the Gods, of the San, and of the @ea, that 
were paſſing rich, and took all the Monep that he could find, 
, pzomiling to pay it all again at a certain dap pzefirt. By 


means of this monep, be (oztified the City of Troy with Walls 
and Towers: the wozk was coſtly, pet in little time bs finifh- 
ed it: and it was not long after the Wozk was finiſhed, but 
the day came in wbich Laomedon ſhould pay and render unto 
the Temples of the Gods the monep he had taken and bozrow-

The Sea wzonght and a great flood of -Watez litted out the

and went again into the Sta: and ever after the-Pefttlence 
ceaſed. Thus Troy was delivered from: their ſickneſs by the 
.oblattons of their Ufrgins, that were offered unto the Monſter 
from Month to Month: and thus (as is ſatd) the Uirgtns were 
devoured up. It happened in tbe end of a Month, that the lot 
fell to one of the Daughters of King Laomedon named Exi- 
one: this Damoſel was poung and fair, and well beloved of 
all people, Mhen this lot was faln on her, ſhe was not on- 


. dy bewailed of Laomedon her Father, and of his Son Priamus; 


and her Siſter Antigona, and Kinſmen and Alltes: Bat 
of all the Trojans, Men, Women, and Children: notwittCan-» 
ding their weepings, no2 the good renoun of per, could not ſave 
her, ſhe was put to the diſ;oſing of the Monſter. The Noble 


Urioin vas ready to obep the King her Fatyer,and went fozth-= -- 


with to the Sea-ſide- accompanied with Kozds, Wadies, and 
Gentle women, vith agreat Train of Citizens aud Merchants, 
all which bewailed her hard Fo2tune, At trat time that ſhe 
was bꝛeught thither, Hercules (by chance) arrived at the Poat 


of Troy with his Mutton: And willing to refreſh him there, 


made his men to caſt Anchoz, and going cat te fawthe Trojans 


. weeping, and bewat ing Exione in caſting? abꝛiead thefr 


Arms, and Minging their hande, that he had pity to ſee it. And 
deliring to knew the cauſe, de yut timſelf into the Pzeſs, and

venture for to dye with her. And therefore I demand again, 
what treſpaſs or ſin hath ſhe done, that theſe men thus bind 
her? My.Son (anſwered L®omedon) I ſee well that you are ig. 
norant aiſd know not the reaſon: there is no Man but he mt 

well knowit, for ſhe ſhall dye for the ſafety and health of Trop: 
and I. will tell ye the cauſe thereof. The Gods of the Seq 
and of the Sun have plagued 2 gꝛieved Troy, with a nzeat 
Peſtilenee that took bis beginning with a ſaper-abundance of 
the Sea, wherebp the ſtreets of Troy were fall in every place 
of Water. After this Dealuge and Flood, the time was mat- 
vellouſly and outragiouſly hot, by the gzeat heat of the Sum, 
whereby this Sea was drped up. Of thts vrpneſs oz d2onght 
engendzed a vapour fnfected, and of this vapour iſſaed 8 peil. 
lence : And fo2 to reſiſt this Peſtilence, J habe been at the O. 
racle of the God Apollo, where J have had anſwer, f2 to ceaſe 
the Peſtflence, the Gods of the Sun, and ofthe Sea, command 
that from month to month, be taken in Troy, one of the Ul 
gins by ſo2t oz lot, to be expoſed and offered, in this place, unto 
a Monſter of the Sea. The Trojans were content to fulfil 
the will of the Gods, and J with them. We have caſt on 
lots upon our Uirgins, whereof many be ſwallowed and de vom

. Monſter, and gave fo many pꝛaſſes to Hercules that Laome- 
don envied thereat, and feared the People would love Hercules 
better than him. He ſent Hercules and his Greeks. out of the 
Town to hunt + and as ſoon as thep-went out of Troy, he dzew 
ip the Bzivg, and ſhuf the Gates againſt. bim. Mhen Hercu- 
les thought to have entred, Laomedon ſpake and faid to him 

- from far that he had moved the City againſt bim bp conſpt- 
racy, and that he would receive him no moze into the Town: 
Hercules was erceeding wroth when be underſtood the Accuſa-

Think it fs impoſſible foz mp pen to relate the honour that 
Hercules got in Greece at his return from Troy. Thoſe 


Rings aud Pyzinces thought themlelves happp that reigned 


in bis time, Amphitrion his ſuppoſed Father began to rc- 
teibe bim into Favour, and into Thebes to him: His Mcthcr 
Alcumena came alſo, and furely ſherejo;ced greatly, "when ie 
ſaw her Son, which was lo greatlp renowited. The Pobie 
Lady had not feen him in a longtime befoze: bnt now ſhe ſaw 
bim triumph fn honour and p2owweſs: ſo that the annoyes , 
arfefs, and troubles ſbe ſuffered fo2 him, being ſuppoſed. the 
Son of Jupiter, - (whereof (he thought ber ſelf innocent) were 
then all fo2zgotten, and put in ob ivion, The Fcaſt was 0: eat 
fa Thebes fo2 the love of Hercules, and the general report was 
onlp of the valour of Hercules, Creon, Euriſteus, Eugeus, Am- 
phitrion, and may others aſſ:mbled together, and made ready 
their fo2ces fo2 the Siege of Troy. By ſpace of time their Ar- 


mp was readp, and they took their leave, and Hercules was made

And when they had ſpoiled ft, thep went to Te- 
nadon, hich was a rich City, they aſſailed it, and took it, am 
they ſet ft on fire, and burned. it, and the air was enflamey, 
that it was ſeen in Troy, how the City burnt, The aſſault of 
Tenadon dured not long, becauſe the Trojans were not adver. 
tiled thereof. When they ſaw the Afr ſo enflamed, foz to ſee 


from what place the flame came, they mounted and went upon 


the bigh Towers of llion, and looking towards Tenadon, ſaw 
that the Citp was all on fire, whereat they that Taw it were 


greatlp abaſhed. About this they looked into the Sea, and ſaw. 


coming towards thema Fleet of Greeks, whereof thy were 
moꝛe abaſbed than befoze. And without anp longer tarrying, 
they deſcended and went down into the Hall of King Laome: 
don, and ſatd to kim, Alas Sir, What is beſt to be done? the 
Greeks come upon us with an exceeding Army: we have ſcen 
them and know them. The ſtrong Hercules menaceth you 
for to deſtroy your City. Surely, I believe it is he, For he 
hath burnt Tenadon, and that is it that cauſeth the air to be full 
of fire, f | 


Bing Laomedon hearing this news, began to taft of the e. 


vil treſpaſs that he had committed and done againſt Hercules, 
Hotwithſtanding to give courage unto his Men and to his Son 


Priamus, that was at that time ot the age of 20 pears, he did 


cauſe to ſound to Arms, and made him readp, and with bis arms 
ſhcwed a ficrce ſemblance. This done, he armed priamus big 
Son, that never had been in battle before, and dubbed him 
Knfobf, after be took bim by the hand, and iMaed out of Ilion; 
In iſſuing out he met many Trojans, that told him, that at his 
Poꝛt were landed many Greeks, and had deſtroyed Tenadon, 
and that unleſs he haſted him, they would ſoon take Land. 

Laomedon without ſpeaking any wozd, paſſed fozth by them 
that had bꝛougbt him theſe tydings, and came unto a place that 
was there by Illion, where he found moze than twenty thonſand 


Trojans armed. And ſeeing them, he began to jop in bimlelf, - 
and called the Pꝛincipals, and laid to them: Lords, Ye be _ | 
; | nowned 
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now ed in all the World by the high proweſs of your Ance- 
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ſors : Before that Troy was Walled, they defended it with the 
Sword againſt their Enemies: The renowned King Jupiter of 
Crest, could not get this City, nor the Theſſalontans by their 


War, could never ſubdue this City. It now happeneth this 


day, that a new aſſembly of Enemies come upon this City, and 
is men ſay, they have put the Fire in Wenavon : let us go and 
receive them couragiouſly, and let us make them like as our Fa- 


thers have made others. | 


ben the Trojans heard theſe wo:ds of their Bing, they 


anſwered all, That they would live and dye with bim: and that 
they had intention to keep his hogour, and to make grow their 
Ancient Glory. Without hol ding of long pꝛoceſs the King Lao- 


- medon did then difplay his Banners. After he iſſued ont of 


Troy. And then as he began to condud and lead them fo2th, 
ſuddenly be heard at the Pozt, a paſſing great noiſe of Trum. 
pets, Clarfons, and Taboꝛs of the Greeks, 

Then his blood began to chafe, foz be knew that they were 


hls Enemies: And as ſoon as thep knew thep were Grecks, 
kithout holding of anp ozder oz Meaſare, thep diflodeed them. 


and began to tun to the Pozt, one befoze another. When ther 
appꝛoached the Pozt, thep eſpied the Greeks. Mhen thep chal- 
lenged them anto the Death, and ran upon them ſharply. The 


| Greeks were fnrniſhed with good Armozs, and put them to de- 


fence, and began to gkirmiſh the one with another ſo unmea- 
farably that in the boarding and meeting there were manp 


Alain and hart. Hercules was there among the Greeks. Pe be- 


gan to fight Charply among the Trojans, and had his Club, 
Surely he welcomed them, that the moſt of bis Enemies durſt 
not abfde him: he fought fiercelp in defire of revengement, in 


_ coveting of wozlhip, and to get him a name: Lifting up bis 


band, be ſhewed-to the Trojans his Club, and made them to 
feel the weight thereof, and the ſtrength of bis arm; and be 
labonred ſo earneftip, and did ſo valtantlp, that thep that Taw 
dim doubted him mo2e tian death, and ſatd one to another, Be- 
hold Yercules, but come not near him.

Troy, how ſbould we reſiſt his Club, when the buge dreadful 
Monſters be by the ſame put to the foyl, 


Such were the wozds of the Trojans. Hercules fought x 


gainſt them flercelp: he went befoze, aß the Greets followey 


bim, and took plealure to be hold him. The cry was great a. 


bout him. He fought untill the night, and never ceaſed until 
the going down of the Sun, and then the Trojans ſounded the 
retreat, and then departed both partfes. And thep concluded, 
that on the morrow they would kfurnich their Enemies with 


battel. And the Greeks furntlbed them in the Champain, and 


made good Chear, for they had loſt but little of their people at 
th: ir coming on Land. When the dap appeared to the Tro, 
jans and the Greeks, each in his manner made him ready to the 
tattel: many of tbe Trojans would gladly have bzoken this bat- 
tel, and pꝛayed King Laomedon that he would render and des 
Uver to Hercules the Borſes that he owed to him. Laomedon 
would not do tt, but anſwered, that he doubted nothing his e- 
Temies. Þe had then about fifty thouſand fighting men, all 
*ready,: of theſe fifty thouſand he made two battels, one of 


twenty thouſand, and that he [ed himſelf, and the other of thir- 


ty. thouſand, of which be made Priamus Captain. This 


done, he'fſſaed out of Troy, with twenty thoaſand fighting | 


men, and came unto the fields entring upon the Greeks. 
"When the Greeks eſpyed King Laomedan coming, they 

were full of joy, as they that were ready fo; to receive them; 

at the point of their Spears, and with hewing of thetr Swords, 

Tbep had made of their Yolt four battets; in the first was Her- 


cules, and in the ſecond was Amphitrion, ond Theſeus. And 


in the third was Bing Creon, and in the fourth was Euriſteus. 
Hercules then that had the firſf battel, marched when it wag 
time againſt Laomedon and he had four ancient Knights, 
well appointed fn the feats of Arms, that ſet and conducted 
bis folkefn array : They marcyed ſo nigh the one to the other,

wept much moze now. Pluto was ſozry fo; the grief of Phoſer- 
pina, and ſaid to Orpheus, If he could play with his Harp fo as 
the Lady-ſhauld ceaſe her weping, he would give him what he 


-. Gould ask of him, Orpheus pꝛomiſed him that he would, and 
Pluto ſware to him, that he would keep his pꝛomiſe, it he did ſo, 


Then Orpheus tuned his Harp, and played divers Songs ſo 
ſwetly, the infernal Cerberus, and many other fell aſleep, and 
Proſer pins, by cans of certain- ſigns and tokens that Orpheus 
made with his eyes, ceaſed her weeping, 

When Pluto ſaw Proſerpina ceaſe her weeping, he was right 
joyous, he then awoke Cerberus and the other that-flept, and ſaid 
to Orpheus he had well Marped, that no man could do better: 
and that he ſhould demand ſomething, andhe--would give it him 


without fail. Orpheus hearing the words of Fluco, had great 


perplerity in himſelk to know what he ſhould demand; in the end 


he ſaid to him, Sir, Jam Orpheus the Yusband of this Lady, 


and foz her love J haveenterp2ized to come hither in this caſe, 
now J p2ay you that you will render her again to me, that J 


map bꝛing her again to her mother that dieth foz ſoxrow. When 
Pluto had heard the requeſt that Orpheus made, he was all a- 
ma zed at the hardineſs that he had ſhewed ; Mowbeit, he ſaid to 
him, Orpheus, you have demanded Proſerpina, ſhe is the Lady 


that J moſt love in all the Mozld: Nevertheleſs, to accom 


pliſh mp pꝛomiſe that J have made unto you, take her, uponcon⸗ 


dition that you bꝛing her out of this City without loking behind 
pou ; and if it happen that youonce loꝶ behind you, pe ſhall loſe 


her. At this anſwer Orpheus was content, and it ſa med to him 


that his wife was as god as recovered again, he and Proſerpina 


pälled over that night in god hope. Mhen mozning was come, 


Pluto delivered Proſerpina to Orpheus, upon condition befoze re- 


hearſed. Me and his wife took leave of king Pluto, and thanked 
him: After they went on there way, but he had not gone half . WR 
wap to the Gate, but he looked pꝛivilp behind him, to ſ& if any.  !

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man kollowed him, and there he found Cerberus, at his hels, that 
tok awap his Wife from him, and delivered her again unto the 
Orpheus ſ&eing bp this unhappineſs he Had loſt his Wife, 
began to.curſe the dap that he was boꝛn, and he followed after 
her, and began again to Harp and offered great gifts to recover 
her, again, but it wag laid io him he ſtould never have her again, 
and allo, that if he had uſed the fear of arms, as he had the ſtrings 
of his Barp, he ſhoul> have died. Mich this concluffon Orpheus 
de garted from Hell, full of ſozrow, and returned into Sicil, unto 
Queen Ceres, telling her his adventure. The Queen being aſſu- 
red (hat her Daughter was in H U, and being advertiſed that in 
Theſſaly ſhould be allowed the feaſt of the wedding of Pyro- 
thus, where were many Knights of great fame, che went to 
the Sea, and tame ſitly to Th; flalonics, while the Feaſt endu⸗ 
red. In appzoaching the City, on an afternon Pyrothus and 
Theſeus were in the field; they met her. Mer attendance was 
great. Theſeus and Pyroihu, ſaluted her, and ſhe ſaluted them 
again, and-as! ed them the eſtate of the feaſt of the Wedding, 
They told, and recounted her all. After ſhe demanded of them 
ik there were no Knights of great name, and high enterpziſes :

Foz as ſoon as he ſaw his enemies come running againſt him 
a baut a quarter of a wile off, he departed from his main body, 
that was ſet in good oꝛder and after he commandeo his folk that 
; ſhould not mate Haſt, he began to run again the Cali- 
donians ſwiftly ;- not like an Pozſe, but an Bart, that no man 
might overtake. The King Evander was all abaſhed, to ſee in 
Hercules ſg great nimbleneſs. Pricus and the Caledonians, 
when they ſaw him move from the Moſt, ſuppoſed it had been 
a Þozſe,- 02 other Beat. In the end, when Heicules was come 
nigh them, within the ſpace of a Bow-ſhot. they knew is was 
Hercules: whereupsn they were ſo abaſhed at his coming:

Hercules ſtaped there, and began to lay on upon one ſide and 
the other, and dye his Swoꝛd with the blood of the Calidonians, 
Mis Swoꝛzd was ſo heavy that no man might endure ft, bꝛuiüng 
all it reacht. It made the pleace red where Cacus dyed. Then 
was not the ſhame and death of Cacus revenged, but augmented 
upon the perſons of his friends, with an exceeding flaughter. 
The cry aroſe great about Hercules: he bzoke to pieces the 
Banners and Recognizances of the Culidonians » there wag 
none ſg. hardy but he dzove him back: and none ſo reſolute but 
he fied from him. Then he made what ſpoil he would with his 
Enemies. Theſeus, Evander, and others, came unto the battel. 
At this conflict there was many a Spear, Þalbert and Shield 
bzoken, and mnaya knight lain. The Calidonians were in 
great number, and many were both ſtrong and mighty. The 
battel was ſharp and furious. u ing Pricus ſet foꝛemoſt upon the 
Greeks, and fought moſt valiantly , and Hercules any Theſeus 
did woꝛthily, and deſervin Z memozy: they ran from rank to 
rank, and bzake the ranks of their Enemies. They comfoꝛted 
and encouraged their men, and ſhewed them how they ſhould do. 
Their deeds were ſo great , that it is impoſſible co recount 
them, fo2 in little time they put their enemies to deſpair. All 
the diſcomfiture was upon the Calidonians, foz they could not 
withſtand the foꝛte of the Greeks, And when King Pricus ſaw 
that his ops could no moze fight, and that he loſt on all ſides, 
that F was againſt him in all points, being weary with 
fighting, r withdꝛew him out of the p;efs, and ſounding a re⸗ 
treat, the Calidonians fled after him. 

When Fercules ſaw the Calidonians withdzaw themſelbes, 
he made his Gr: eks retreat: not fo2 any need they had, but to 
give leave to their enemies to reſt them. Thus the battcl ceaſ⸗ 
ed, Hercules ſuppoſing that the Calidonians would afſembleon 
the mozrow when they had reſted them: but they withdzew 
themſetves ſome here, ſome there. The day paſſed, the night 
came, then King Pricus afſcmbled his Captains and ſhewed to 
them their N and ſtrength and might of the Greeks, and

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in eſpectal of Hercules. After he had ſaid to him, that they could 
never conquer them; and that they could not do wiſer than with⸗ 


dꝛaw them, and to return into their Country: The Cilidoni- 


ans, that feared Hercules moze than death, oz a Tempeſt, had 
great oy when thep underffood the will of King Pricus, and Atte 
ſwered all with one aceozd, That they were ready to go fo2 th 

on their way, Mith this anfwer they concluded to leave the 
Cents, Carts, ant Armour, to go lightly, and moze ſetretly. 
After this they too their way attoꝛding to the concluſion,” fair 
and ſoftly, without tir oz noiſe, and did travel ſo this night, 
that on the mozrow they were far from Hercules. After this, 
when Hercules eſpped that they were fled, he with his men pur⸗ 
ſuedafcer ſwiftly, howbeit they could not overtake them. Foz 
to ſpeed the matter, King Pricus returned into Calidonie ; 
Hercules purſued him into his City, which was ſtrong with 
Walls, and beſieged him. During this ſiege there was never 
a Calidonian that durſt tome out.

Hercules arraped himſelf like as he had been an AmbaTadour, 
Theſeus and the Greeks made themſelves ready fo2. the aſſault. 
When all was ready, Hercules departed, and came and knockt 
at the Gate of Calidonie : and. the Pozters looked out at a little 
Mindow, to ſee who knocked there, and ſeeing there was but on

not where to turn them, whether to Hercules, oz the aſſault ; 
All was full of armed men, as well in the Kings Pallace as on 
the walls. After Hercules had lain Pricus, he began to lay on 
' ſoundly upon his Enemies, his trokes were great, and at 
each ſtroke he lew two oz chzee, that in ſhozt ſpace he cover - 
ed all the pavement of the Pallace with dead bodies of the Ca; 
lidonians, lping one upon another, without any damage £9 
himſelf, The Calidonians were of great courage, and were as 
ſhamed that they could not overcome Hercules, who alone had 
in jured them ſo much. They aſſailed him fiercely, and caſt upon 
him Darts and ſharp Javelins. With his arms he boze all, 
and did ſo much with his barr, that they could not reſiſt his 
frength. The pooz Calidonians came thither with great cotts 
rage to revenge the death of their Ring. Hercules flew ſo mas 
ny that he knew not where to ſet his foot, but upon their car- 
kaſſes. Befoze the Gate-of the Palace, wag a great noiſe, and 
weeping, that Women and Childzen made. Jn the end, when 
the Calidonians perceived the ſtrength of Hercules, they ceaſed 
to aſſail him, and fled, Then Hercules iſucd out ofthe Palace, 
with his Bar all covered with blood. As ſoon as the Calido- - - 
nians ſaw him, they aſſailed him again: caſting Stones and 
Darts upon him, and ſhot Arrows abundantly, as thep that as 
waited his paſſage, In this aſſault, Hercules ſuffered much, yet 
he paſſed them that would have ſlain him, and reſted not until 
he came to the Gate.

Then the Calidonians ran after him, as men careleſs of their 
lives, and mightily enraged, began again to lay on Hercules 
When he ſaw that, he turned his face upon them, and laid about 
with his Barr on every ſide, ſo luſtily, that He dyed his Barre 
with new blood: and maugre his enemies, he made them retire

When Diomedes heard the anſwer of Hercules, he took a 


great Axe, that one of his Thieves bare after him, and he lifted. 


it up, thꝛeatning Hercules unto the death, and diſcharged ſo hard, 
that if Hercules had not turned the ffroze with his Club, he hay 
been in great peril. Djomedes was of the ſtature of Hercules, 


and had abundance of ſtrength and puilſance, When Hercules 


had received the ſtroke, he lifted up his Club and failed not to 
ſmite Di omedes, fo2 he gave him ſuch a ſlroke upon the ſlomach, 
that he turned him upſide down, from his Moꝛſe, and laid him 
all aſtonied in the. Field. Then his hundzed Thieves beſtirrev 


them, and afailed Hercules on all fides. Some of them there 


were that recovered Diomedes, and ſet him on his Yozſe, the o- 
ther ſhot at Hercules: ſome b2ake their Swozds on him. All 
this impaired nothing of the Arms of Hercules, Bis Yalbert 
and his Helmet were of fine ft#l, fozged and tempered hard.

And how for the raviſhment of Dame Helen, Wife of 
King Adenelaus of Greece, the laid City was totally deſtroyed, 
and Priamus with Hector, and all his Sons ſlain, with many of 
their Nobles out of number, as hereafter — appear. 
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How King Priamus re edi fied the City of Trop, more ſtrong than 

ever it wWas before: of his Sons and Daughters. And how after 
many Councils, he ſent Anthenvr and Polidamas into Greece, to

Hercules had taken Pꝛiſoner Priamus the Son of 
= King Laomedon, and put him in Pꝛiſon. Yowbeic 
Dares. of Phrigie ſaith, that his Father ſent him to 
mobe wat in a ffrange Tountrey, where he had been long, 
therefoz he was not at that viſcomfiture, This Priamus had 
wedded 4 very noble Lady, Daughter of Egyptus, Ring ok 
Thrace, by, whom he had five Sons and thzee Daughters of 
great beauty. The firſt of his Sons was named Hector, the 
- moſt wozthy Knight of the wozld. The ſerony Son was nam d 
Pacis and by ſurnante Alexander, which was the faireſt Knighs 
of the woꝛld, andthe beft dꝛa wer of a Bow, The third was cal⸗ 
led Deiphebus hardy and diſcreet. The fourth was named He- 


lenus, à man that knew all the Arts liberal. The fifch and lack

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was called Troilus, on? of the beſt Knights that was in hls time: 


Virgil recounteth he had two other Sons byhis Wife, the 
one was named Polidorus. This Polidorus was ſent by King 
priamus with great plenty of Gold unto a King his friend, to 
have aid againſt the Greeks. But this King ſeeing that King 
Prjamus was in ftrife againſt the Greeks, and alſo being moved 
wich cobetoumelſs, flew-Polidorus,, and buriedchim in the Ale 
of the Sea. The other Son was named Ganimedes, whom 
Jupiter ſtole awap, and made him his Bottle⸗carrier, inſtead of 
Hebe the Daughter of Juno, whom he put out, of that office. 
The eldeſt Daughter of Kjng Priamus wag named Creuſa, who 
was Wife to Eneas: Bhis Eneas was Son of Anchyſes, and 
Venus of Numidia. Thy ſecond Daughter was named Caſſandra, 
ſhe was a noble Uirgin learned with Sctences, andknew things 
that were to come. The third was named Polixens. ſhe was the 
katreſt Daughter, that was now in all the woꝛld.

Sn, by divers women, that were valiant Knights and hardy.

cefve ſome dilpleafure, at the wrongs the Greeks had done un 
to pin and thought how he might revenge him. De aſſembled 
his Nobles, and held a Court. At this Court Hector his 
yn Son was abſent, fozhe was in the parts of Pannonia, in 
theaffeirs of his Father : foꝛaſmuch as Pannonia was ſubject 
td King P:izmus, When Ming Priamus ſaw all his Noble 
Peers aſfembled befoꝛe Him, he began to lpeak in this manner, 
O men, and friends that be partners of mp great injuries, done 
ö | by. 
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by the Greeks, ko; ſo little a cauſe, ye know the Greeks tame 
into this Country, and have cruelly flain pour Parents and 

Friends as well as mine. Allo how they have taken away caps 

tive, and held in ſervitude Exione my Siſter ſo fair and Noble: 
pet they hold her as a Common Woman. Be know how they 
have battered down this famous City, overthzown the Walls, 
the Palaces and Pouſes to the verp foundation: and have bozn 
away the great riches, whereof the City was full. Foz theſe 
things, I think it ſhould be reaſon that by the help of our Gods, 
who refit thole that be inſslent and pꝛoud, we altogether by a 
common acco2d ſhould cate vengeance of thoſe injuries. Pe 
know what a City we have, and how it is peopled with men of 
Arms, and garniſhed with all manner of riches. - * 

And likewiſe ye know, the Alliances we have with many 
great Pzinces, who will aift us if need be. UWherefoze we 
think it will be good.fo2 us to take revenge of this ſhame. Pet 
foꝛaſmuch as the adventures of the Wars be very doubtful and 
dangerot's, and that no man knoweth what may come thereof, 
(though the injury he great, and that they hold my Siſter in 
ſo great diſhonour ) yet will 1 begin the Mar: But ftrft 
if ye think good, J will ſend the moſt pzudent man J have, to 
pꝛap and require them that they will reſtoze again my Siffer 
Exione: and J will be content topardon all the other injuries. 

When thek ing had thus finilhed his ſpeeches, all pꝛaiſed his 
advice. And then King Priamus imme diately called one of His 
Princes, named Anthenor, and moſt earneſtly defired him with 
gentle perſwaſtong, that he would enterpzize this Emballage 
to:thwith into Greece. Anthenor with all humility anſwered 
him, he was always ready todo his good pleaſure, Then was 
there a ſhip made ready, and all necefſaries, fo; to bzing Anthe- 
nor into Greece. Mt entred into the Ship, and his men, and 
ſailed ſo long, that they arrived at the Poꝛt of Tbeſſalie, 
where was by adventure the King peleus, who received the 
Ozince Antheftor japfullp :and demanded of him. wherefoze he 
was. come into thoſe parts? Anthenor made anſwer in this 
manner: Sit, J am a:BPeſſenger of the King Priamus, that hath 
ſent and commanded me to ſay unto pou, that he is well remem⸗ 
bz d of the great injurics you and others have done him, chat foz 
lo little cauſe have lain his Father, defiroyed his people, ſome 
dead 
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dead, and ſome in ſervitude. And that is wozle, to hold his fi 
. fer as a Concubine. And fozaſmuch az ye are a man of great 
diſcretion, the King mp Lo2d wiſheth and warneth you, that 
from hencefo:th pou ceaſe the rage and the great landers that 
map come foz this cauſe, that ail good men ought to eſchew to 
their power, and that His Siſter be ſafely delivered again unto 
him: and he will pardon the reſidue, as a thing that never had 
happened. | | 

' When the King Peleus heard the Pzince Anthenor ſo ſpeak, 
he chafed with him in great anger, and began to blame King 
Priamus, that his wit was ſo light. After he menaced Anthenor, 
and commanded him he would p:eſently deparc his Land: foz if 
he. tarried long there, he would lay him, with great tozments, 

Anthenor tarried not lon 3, but entred into his Ship, with- 
put taking leave of King Peleus, and ſatled ſo far by Ses 
that he arrived at Salamine, where the King Thelamon ſos 
journed. Then Anthenor went unto him and declared unto him 
the cauſe of his coming in this manner. Sir (ſaid he) the King 
Priamus requeſteth pour Nobleneſs, that his Siſter Exione 
whom pou hold in ſervice ſo foullp, pe would reſtoze unto him. 
Foz it is not ſeemly unto pour glozy, to uſe ſo the Daughter 
and Siſter of a King, and that is (ſued of a moze noble Linage 
than pou be. In caſe pou will reſtoze to him his Siſter, he will 
hold all things as not done, as well the dammages as the diſho- 
nours, that by pou an d other have been done unto him. 
hen King Thelamon heard Anthenor ſo ſpeak, he began 

to wax paſſing angry, and anſwered to him very fiercely , Pp 
friend, whatſoever thou be, J have much marvel of the ſimple-- 
neſs of thy King, to whom J bear no amity, neither he tome. 
Therefoze J ought not to hearken unto his requeſf. Thy King. 
dught to know, that J and others have been there to revenge an 
injury, that his Father Laomedon did to ſome of our friends. 
Fozaſmuch as J firft entred into Troy with great effyſion of my 
blood, Exione, of whom thou ſpeakeff, was given unto me foz 
the guerdon of vicozy, to do with her my will, 

And fozalmuch as ſhe is ſo well to mp pleature as ſhe that is 
of great beauty, it is not to me ſo light a thing to deliver again 
a thing that is ſs delightful, which IJ have conquered with ſo 
great pain and danger, But thou ſhalt ſap to thy King, * he

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ſhall never recover -her, but bp the point of the Swozd: and 
A repitte thee fo2 a fool, that wouldeſt enterp2ize this meffage, 
wherein lyeth thy great peril ; ko: thou art come among people 
that vehemently hate thee : therefoꝛe go thy wap Haſtily out vc 
this country, Foz if thou abide, J will make thee vpe a cruel 
and hatefull death. : 

When Anthenor heard Thelamon ſp ſpeak, he entred haſtily 
into his Ship, and ſailed ſo far, that he arrived in Theſſaly, 
where King Caftor and King Pollux his B:other ſojourned. 
Me went aſhoze from his chip, and declared his meſſage, 
like as he had done to the other. And the King anſwercy 
to him in great ire, Friend (what art) J will that thou know, 
we think not to have injured King Priamuz without cauſe: fo2 
it is ſo, that King Laomedon his Father began the folly, wheres 
foꝛe he was flain Foz he wꝛonged firft the Nobles of Greece, 
and therefoze we deſire moze the evil of thy King Priamus, 
than his peace. And it ſeemeth well that he Had not thee in any 
good reckoning when he ſent thee hither to do His meſlage:where⸗ 
koze J wich thee, ſee that thou abide not long here, koz ik thou 
depart not pzeſentiy, thou ſhalt dye Uiſlanoufly, Then Anthe- 
nor departed without leave, and entred into his chip, and ſailed 
till he came to Pilon, where the Duk Neftor ſofourned, 
with a great company of Noblemen; Anthenor went to him 
and laid, he was a Pefenger of the King Prismus, and told to 
him his meſſage, as He had faid ts the other befoze. 

And if the other were angry, this Neſtor chafed moze in him⸗ 


ſelk againſt Anthenor, and ſaid unto him: Ma, ya, vile varlec, 


who made thee ſay fuch things defoze me - Surelp if it were 
not, that my nobleneſs hindꝛeth me, J would tauſe thy tongue 
to be plucked out of thy Head, and in deſpight of thy King, 1 
would bp fo:ce of Hozfe cauſe to dzaw thy members one from 
another. Gothy way haffily out of my fight, 02 by mp Gods, A 
will cauſe tobe done unto thee all that J have ſaid, 

Then Anthenor was all abaſhed, at the hoꝛrible wozds of 
Du e Neſto-. and doubting the fury of his Tyzannpy, returned 
to Sea, and ſet on Troy ward. Wut he had not been long on 
the Sea, til a great Tempeſt roſe, and the air began to ware 
dar, to rain and to thunder, and there aroſe great winds cons 
trarp, and waxed thick and hozrible, and his Ship was bozn on

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te waves ons time high and another time low, in great peril, 
chere was not a man in the Ship, but ſuppoſed to die, and in theſe 
perils wers they cher days, and on the fourth, the Tempeſt tea⸗ 


ſev, and the air wared af clear, and became peaceable/ * 


Then they comkozted themlelves , and ſailed ſo far that 
they came to the-pbzt of Troy, and went ſtraig ht to their Tem- 
- plesto give thanks to their Gods, foz that they had eſcaped to 
many perils. And after Anthenoc went with a great company 
of Poble men befoze King Priamus, and when all the Barons 
were aTembled, and all the Sons of the King pꝛeſent, then An⸗ 
thener told all by o2ver, what he had done in Greece, like ag it 


is contained he:etofore. 


At thele -tpdings was King priamus ſaze troubled, foz the 
oppꝛobzious ſpeeches offered to his meſſenger in Greece. And 


then he had no moze hope no? truſt to retover his Sitter.

How King Priamus aſſembled all his Barons, to know whom 
lie might fend ro Greece to get again his ſiſter Exiene. How 
Hector anſwered ; and of his good Counſel t how Paris des 


cleared to his Father the Viſion of the Goddeſs Uenus. 


K Priamus being afſured of the hate of the Greeks, and 
A, by nofair means he could recover his iter, he was moved 


with great ire, and chought he would ſend a great Navy

Greece, to hurt and damage the Greeks, Alas King Priamus, 


tell me what miſ-adventure is this, that hath given to thee ſo 


great hardneſsof courage, to caſt out thy ſelf from thy wealth

It had been amoze fure thing to thee, to habe remembꝛed

All things 
may be ſuffered ſave wealth, a man that goeth upon plain 
ground, hath nothing to ſtumble at. In this manner King 
Priamus thought long, and after he aſſembled on a day all his 
Noble men; in his Palate of Illion, ſaid unto them, pe know 
how by your counſet Anthenor was ſent into Greece, tv recover

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and come back, and alſo what wzongs he found, and ſe 

ſeemeth the Greeks make little accountof the in they have 

done unco-us, at leaſt they by their wozds, repent them not, and 

th:eaten us moꝛe ſtrongly chan ever they did. God fozbid: that 

ever it ſhould come unto us, like as they menace. But J pray 
the Gods to give us power to revenge us to their loſs. Foz 

me ſeemeth, that we are moze puiſſant than they are, and have 

the moſt fure City, and the beſt furniſhed in the Moꝛld: alſo 

we have great L02ds very plenty allyed to us, to help and aid us 

at our need: foz concluſton, we have the puillante to hurt and da. 

mage our enemies in many manners, and valour to defend us 

from them. And it Gould be good, toſhew them what puiCance 

we have to grieve them withal. If pou think it good, we will 
ſend our men ſecretly, that hall do to them great damage, e're 
they ſhould. be ready foz to defend themſelves. And foz that ye - 
ought every one to employ pour ſelves to take vengeance of theſe 

injuries, and that ye have no doubt foz any thing, in aſmuch ag 
they had the frſt vicozy: foz it Happeneth oftentimes. thac the 
Conqueroꝛs be vanquiſhed of them that were vanguiſhed. 

Then all that were pꝛeſent, allowed the advice of che King, 
andoffered every man to employ themſelves to the ſame with 
all the power they could, whereat King Priamus had great jop. 
And after that he had given them thanks, he let every man de- 
part home to their own houſes, excepting his Sons legitimate, 
and the Baſtards whom he maintained in his Palace, and told 
£6 them his complaint of the Greeks, wich weeping tears in this 
manner: Py Sons, ye have in your memozy the death of pour 
Gꝛandfather, the ſervitude of pour Aunt Exione, that they hold. 
in the manner of a common woman, and pou be ſo puiſtant that 
reaſon ſhould inſtruct you ts emplop pour ſelbes to revenge this 
great injury and hame. And ik this move you not thereto, pet 
pou ought to do it to ſatis ie mp will and pleaſure : fo; J am- 
ready to dye fo2 ſozrow and anguiſh, which ye ought and are 
bound to reme dy to pour power: that have cauſed you ſo well to 
be nouriſhed and bzought fozth. And. thou Hector, my. right 
dear Son, thou art the eldeſt of thy Bzethzen, the moſt wiſe 
and ſtrong, I pzay thee, firſt, that thou put in execution this my 
Will. And that thou be Duke and Pzince to thy Bzechzen in 
this wozk, and all the other will obey gladly unto thee, ag” 


welt they know in the. And know, that from this dap fozth A 
diſcharge mp ſelf of all this wozk, and put it upon thee that art 
the mot ſtrong to maintain battels ; Foz J am ancient and cans 
not from hencefs2th help mp (elf, ſo well as J was wont to do. 

To theſe wozzs anſwered Hector ſweetly, ſaping, my Father, 


and dear Doberaign-L02d, there is none of all pour Sons, but 
that it ſeemeth to him a thing humane, to deftre vengeance ok 


theſe injuries, and tous that be of high nobleneſs a little injury 
ht to be great. It is ſo, that as the quality of che perſon 


oug 
_ groweth oz diminiſheth; ſo ought the quality of the injury. If 


Beaſts d Nature it ſelf teacheth them thereto. y dear 
L 02d and Father, there is none of all pour Sons that oughe 
moe to deſtre the vengeance of the injury and death of our L02d 
and G2andfather, chan J that am the eldeſt.

tober pour filter Exione. At you will underfand and know how 
Jam perſwaded of this thing; J will cell you, the Gods have 
p2zvaniled it to me. It happened come of lace ( ſaid Paris) that 
bp pour commandment J was in the leſſer Indie, at the beginning 
of the Summer, and upon a Friday J went to hunt in a Foꝛreſt 
very early, and that mozning J found nothing that turned me 
to any pleaſure; and after mid-day, J found. 3 great Part, 
that J put to the flight, ſo ſwifely, that JI left all my-company 
behind: and followed the Hart cloſe, into the moſt deſert place 
of the Foꝛreſt which was named Ida. And ſo long J followed 
him, that I tame unto a place,paTing obſcure,theuIſaw the Hart 
no moze, that J chaſed. I felt then mp ſelf (ae weary, and 
my Hoꝛſe alſo, that could no further go. S0 A lighted, and tyed 
mp Yozle to a Tree, and laid me down upon the Gaſs, and 
put under my head mp Bow inffead of a Pillow, and fell aſleep. 
Then"came tv me in a villen, the God Mercury, and in his 
tompanp thiee GoddeNes, Venus, Pallas and Juno, He left 
the Goddelſes a little from me, and after he appꝛoathed and 
aid unto me in this manner. Pais, J have-bzough: theſe thzee 
unto ther: foʒ a great contzoverſie that is fall'n between them.

Then aroſe 
up Troylus, the youngeff Son er Aing Priamus, and began to 
ſpeak in this manner, O Noble men and hardy, how are ye a- 
bathed fo the woꝛds of this cowardly Pzieft - Je is not the cue 
ſiom of Þ2icffs foz to dead the battets, to love good chear, any 
pteaſures., and to fill their bellies with. Wines and meats -- 
Who is he that believeth, any man can know the things to come 
unleſs the Gods do ſhew them by Revelation It is but a folly 
to tarry upon this, 02 to believe fuch things.

phobus departed from Troy, to accompliſh the will of their Fas 
rher. The day following, the King aTembled to council: all 
the Citizens of Troy, and ſaid unto them: O mp loving friends 
and true Citizens, ye all know how notozioufly the Greeks, by 
their pꝛide and inſolente have done unto us great wongs, and 
damages, as it is well known ta the whole wozld. And yeknow 
alſo how they hold my Siſter Exione in ſervitude, wherefoze 1 
live in great ſozrow: and alſo pe may remember, how I (ent 
Anthenor into Greece, that hath done nothing: wherefoze my 
ſorzow is doubled. Foꝛaſmuch as. J have purpoſed to ſend my 
Son Paris, with men of arms into Greece, fs2 to aſſail our e⸗ 
nemies by ſkrength, aud ta do them great damages, and to ata 
if chey can take any noble Lady of Greece, and ſend her into 
this City: that by the commutation of her, J might get again. 
mp Silter Exione : And becauſe J will not begin this thing, 
but that it may come to your knowledge firſt, 4 p:ay you, that 
you give to me pour advice: foz without pou J will not pꝛoceed 
any further, fozaſmuch as it toucheth you as well as me. 

Mhen the King had thus finiſhed his ſpeeches; and each man 
fllent a great while, then ſtood up a Knight named Paniheus, 
that was the Son of Deuphrobe the Philoſopher, and ſaid :- 
O noþle King, as J am your Servant and Uaſſal, J will de- 
clare unto you my advice in this matter. Truly, as a Uaſſal. 
and fubjectis bound to counſel, His Lo2d, pe Have had good know- 
ladge of Deuphrobe, the great Philoſopher; my Father, who 
lived in this City, moze than nineſcoze and ten years, and was 
ſo wiſe in Philoſophy, that he knew of the things to come hereaf-- 
ter: he ſaid unto me many times, and affirmod fo} truth, That. 
if Paris pour don went into Greece to tate any noble Lady, by

On the third day, as they were on the Sea, there 
aroſe a Tempeſt, Thunder and Rain, that their ſhips were 
taſt on the Kork, one here, another there: and ſtnalp, they 
were all dꝛowned. And the Pagans ſay, that theſe too Be- 
thꝛen were tranflated with the Gods into the Heaven oz Zo- 
diack, and returned into the Sign of two Beaſts, fozalmuch ag 
they were Bzethzen and twins. And thus ended their lives by 
the taking of their Siſter, Some Ports feign , that theſe 
Bzethzen are tranſlated into two Stars, (that ig) che Pozth- 
ar, and the South-ffar, which are named afcer them, Caſtor

In this place declareth Dares in His Book, the fachions of the 
Greeks that were befoze Trop, ſome of the moſt Noble of them, 
as he that (aw them many times, during the Stege befoze the 
City. And he began to ſpeak of Helen, and fatth, Thar the was 
ſo fair, that in all che wozld no man could find a fairer, noz bet- 
ter fozmedin all members, Agamemnon wag long, and mhite 
of body, {trong of members, and well fozmed, loving, diſcret, 
hardy, and paſſing well ſpoken. Menelavs was of mean 
ſtature, hardy in Arms, and conragioug. Achilles was of great 
beauty, black halrg, and criſp, gray eyes, and great, ot amiable 
ght, large Beats, bzoad ſhoulders, great arms, his Reing 
high enough, a man of great ſtature, and had none like unto him 
among all the Greeks, deſtrous to fight, large in gifts, and libe⸗ 
ral in ſpending. Tantalus was great of his body, and Ctrong, 
faithful, humble, flying quarrets, it they were not juſt, Ajix 
was of a big ſtature, great and large in His ſhoulders, great 
arms, and always well tloathed, and very richly , and was of 
no great enterpzi5e, and ſpake very guick, Thel1mon Ajax was

Amarvellous fair Knight, he had black hairs, he had great pleas 
-fure in Pulick, and he himſelf lung verp ſweetly : he was of 
great pꝛowels, and à valtant man of War, wichoue pomp.

was very deceitkuk and ludtil, and delivered his ſpeech jopfully: 
he was a very great Lyar, and (o well ſpoken, chat he had no 


fellow lite unto him. Diomedes was great, and had a b2oah. 


bꝛeaſt, and marvellous Trong, of fierce fight, falſe in his pꝛo⸗ 
miles, wo:thy in arms, deſtrous of vidozp, dꝛead and redoubted: 
he was greatly injzrious to his Servants ; and Luxurious, 
Wwherefaze he (ſuffered many pains. Duke Neſtor was of great 
members, and well (ſpoken, diſcreet, and very th:ifty, gave al- 
ways good counſel, ſuddenly he would be very angry, & ſtraight, 
wap pleaſed again: he was the moll true friend in the woyld. 
Prothefilaus was fair, and of a goodly (ature, noble and active in 
Arms. Neoptolemu; was great, he had black hair, and great 
epeg, but joyfult and well cheared, his eye-b2ows ſmooth, ſtam 
mering in his wozds, but he was wile in the law. Palamede 
the Son of King Niulus, was of fair ſhape and lean, ffout and 
amiable, a good man and liberal. Polidarius was palling great, 
fat and ſwoln, hardy and high minded, without truth. Mathaon 
was of a mean ſtature, p2oud and hardy, one that flept little 
bp night. Briſayda the Daughter of Chalcas, was paſſing fait, 
of mean ffature, well made, ſweet and pitifull, and many men 
loved her foz her beauty: Fo2 the love of her came the King 
of Perla, unto the aid of the Greeks, unto the ſtege of Troy. 
Now of them that were within Troy, the ſame Dares ſaith, 
firſtofKing Priamus, he was long, grieflp, and fair, and had 
a loud voice, hardy, and that he did gladly eat early in the mo2- 
ning, a man without fear, he hated flatterp, he was upright, 
and a good juſter, had great delight to hear ſtuging, and muffck, 
and earneftly loved his Sei vants, and much enriched them. Df 
all his Sons, there was none ſo hardy as his eldeſt, the woꝛthy 
Hector. This was he that paſſed in his time all othet Knights 
in Chivalry, and fluttered a little: he was great, and had hard 
members, and could endure much pain, and his hair curled, he 
iſped; there never iũued out of Troy ſo frong a man, noz ſo 
wozthy: never came a villanous word out of his mouth: he 


was never weary of fighting in battel: there was never Knight 
2 better 
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better beloved of his people than he was. Paris was a fair Ke. 
and ſtrong, ſoft haired, true, ſwift, ſweet of ſpeech, well dꝛaw⸗ 
ing a Bow, wiſe: and hardy in battel, very reſolute and covetous 
of honour. Deiphobus and Helenus were both like the other, 
that a man could not know the one from the other, alfs they re- 
ſembled King Priamus their Father. | | 
Deipbobus was wiſe and hardy in arms, And Helenus was 
a marvellous wiſe Clerk. Troilos was great, and ſtout of cous 
rage, well mannered, and beloved of poung Paidens: in 
ſtrength and merrineſs he reſembled Hector, and was the ſe⸗ 
cond after him in Pzowelſs :; there was not in all the Realm, a 
moze ſtrongyoung man. #Xneas had a great body, he was dil- 
creetin his wozks, well ſpoken, very courteous in hig wo2ds, 
full of good counlet, and cunning. He had his vifage jopful, his 
epes clear and gray, and was the ric heſt man in Tro, next King 
Priamus, in Towns and Caſtles. 4nthenor was :ong andlean, 
and ſpa” e much, and of great induſtry, and one whom King Pri- 
amus loved greatly, and gladly played among his company, and 
was a wiſe man. Polidamas his Sow was a goodly poung 
man, hardy and of good manners, long and lean like his Father, 
bꝛo wn, and ſtrong in puukante of Arms, and of good and courte⸗ 
ous words. King Menon was great, he had large ſhoulders, 
great arms, he was hard in the bꝛeaſt, and of great courage, one 
that bzought manp Knights unto Troy. The Queen Heceba 
was a ffrong big woman, and ſeemed better a man than a wo- 
man, che was wiſe, courteous, and honeſt, loving the works 
of charity. Andromache the wife of [7eRtor was a fair woman 
and white, and had fatr epes and hair: ſhe was very honelt 
and civil in her wozks. Caſſandra was of a fair ſtature, clear, 
round mouthed, wiſe, the loved virgin{ty, and new much of 
things to tome, by Afronomy and other Sciences. Polixena 
was a very fair Paid, tender, and the very ray of beauty, and 
whom Nature failed nothing, fave only ſhe made her mortal; 
ſhe was the fair eſt maid that was in her time, and the beſt 
fo:med; pany moze were within the Town and without during 
the Siege: but theſe were the pꝛincipal and greateſt sf Name. 
Zhercfoze Dares declareth the faſhion of them, and rehearſeth 
a8tofthe other.

How the Kings, Dukes, Earls, and Barons of Greete, aſſembled 
with their Navy before Athens, to come to Trop: and how 
min; Ship; each man brought to help King Penelaus. 


Hen it came to the end of February, that the Winter 
| was paſſed, the Kings and Pꝛinces of all Greece, aſſem⸗ 
bled together at the Pozt of Athens, to go to Troy. It is not 
in the remembzance of any man fince the beginning of the 
Mold, that ſo many Ships and Knights were afembled, as 
there were at that time. Firſt 4gamemanon, that was Pꝛince 
of the Hoſts of the Greeks, bzought from his Kealm of Michmas, 
an hundzed Ships full of armed Knights. The King Mene- 
[aus his bꝛother bꝛought from his Nealm of Sparta, foꝛty Ships. 
Archelaus -and Prothenor from the Realm of Boccie, fifty 
Ships. The Duke Aſcalapus, and the Earl Helmius, from 
the Pꝛobince of Orconemy, thirty Ships. | 

The King Epiſtrophus, and the King Sedius, from the 
Realmof Focide, thirty Ships: in his company, was the 
Theuter , Duve Amphimacus, the Earl Polixene, the Carl 
Thebus, and many other Noblemerr, 

The ancient Duke Neftor foz his P2ovince of Pilon, fifty 
Ships, The King Thoas of Tholy, fifty Ships. The King 
Doxuneis, fifty Ships. The King Thelamon Thyleus,ffx and 
thirty Ships. | oliberes and Amphimacus from his Povince 
of Calidonie, two and thirty Ships. The King klume!s, and 
the King Mercon of Creet fourſcoze and two Ships. The Duke 
Tynelus from his City of Friges twelve Ships. 

Prothocathus and Protheſilaus the Dukes of Phylaca, h2ought 
with them two and fifty Ships. Colle ſis bzought four and twen⸗ 
ty Ships, from the Realm of Creſome. King Machaon, and 
the King Polydris his Son, thꝛee and thirty Ships, chiles 
bꝛought from his Noble City of Phacee, two and twenty Ships. 

The King Thephalus bzought from Rhodes, two and thirty 
Ships, Uruphilus ' from Orchomenie, two and fifty Ships. 
Che Duke Anthippus and the Du! e Amph macus of Ruſticane, 
thirteen Ships. The King Poly betes of Riche, and the Duke 
Lopius his Bother in Law had wedded his Siſter, * 
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ſcozeand two Ships. The King Diomedes of Arges, four⸗ 
ſcoze and two Ships: and had in his compariy Thelamus and 
Eurialu; ; the King Pol, phebus, nine Ships. The King Eu- 
reus, thirteen chips. The King. Protho, lus of Chemnenſe, 
two and fifty ſhips. The King Carpanor of Parpadie , two 
and fifty Ships Theorus of Breiſſe, four and twenty Ships. 
The number of che Kings and Dukes come thither, were fix:y 
nine. And there allembled at the Pozt of Athens, twelve 
hundzed four and twenty ſhips, without compiſing the Ships: 
of Duke Palamedes, the Son of King Naulus, that came after. 
with his eſtate, as ſhall be ſaid hereafter. | 


. H A P. VI. 1 ' 
How the Greeks ſent Achilles to Delphos, to the God Apollo, to 
know the end of their War, and how he found Chalcas ſent 
from the Trojans, that went with him to Athens. 


WW the Kings and pꝛinces were thus aCembled at the: 
Poꝛt of Athens, the King Agzm:maon was chief of 
all the Hoſt, and to condud this hoſt o2derly, aſſembled there” 
ts council on a plain without the Citp, all the Poblemen : 
And when they were aſſembled round about him, He ſaid ta 
them in this manner. O pe Noblemen, that by one conſent, 
are here aſſembled with ſo great puiſſance, pe know we. it is 
not in the remembzante of any man, that he ſaw ever ſo many 
Noblemen aſſembled, foz to atchieve any wozk, noz ſo many 
poung Knights active in Arms, ts aſfail their Enemies. Js not 
he out of his mind that pzeſumeth to raiſe himſelf againſt us - 
verily J doubt not but one of an hundzed in this company is ſuf- 
ficient to bzing this wozk to an end, fo2 which we be all aſem- 
bled; It is well known to each of-pou, the great injuries and 
damages the Trojans have done unto us, wherefoze we have juſt 
cauſe to take vengeance by fozce of Arms, to the end, that from 
hentefoꝛth they.no2 any other ſhall enterpzize againſt us in any 
manner: foz if we ſuffer ſuch injuries by difſimulacion, they 


mtghr pet grieve us moze than they habe done. And it is not the 


tultome of the Noble men of Greece, to let paſs ſuch w2ongs, 
therefoze it ſhou d be to us great ſhame, that are ſo many, and 
have aſſembled ſo greatArength, to diſſemble in this quarrel, 

| | and. 
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and (pet) there is no Nation in the wozld, but that dzeadeth 
aur puiſſance, ſave only zheſc fooliſh people of Troy, that by e⸗ 
vil counſel have moved them againſt us, and enterpꝛized war 
upon us: As firſt the King Laomedon that injured ſome of our 
people, gz little occaſion ; wherefoze he received deach foy his 

reward, his City deſtroped, and his people lain, and ſoon bzought 
in ſerbitude. Surely it is not ſs hard to us that are moze pu⸗ 
iſlant, to take vengeance on the Trojins, than four Pꝛzinces of 
leſs pui kante, that came to get the better of them. Foz the 
Trojans, know we are aſſembled to go upon them, and they are 
ffrongly furniſhed with men of arms againſt our coming : there- 
fore it ſeemeth me good, if it pleaſe pou, that ere we depart from 
this Pozt, we ſend into the Ille of Velphos our ſpecial Peſſen- 
gers, foz to have anſwer of our God Apollo of this our enter 
P2ize. 

Then was there none but allowed the wo2ds of Agamem- 
non, and choſe Achilles and Patroclus to go inte this Ille, to 
hear the anſwer of Apollo: Bo they departed and came ſoon 

. thither ; fo the ſaid Ille is as it were in the midſt of che Ades 
of Ciclades, where Locana, Infanta, Apollo and Diana be. And 
there was a rich Temple, in which the God of the Pan ems was 
wozlhipped, and gave anſwer to the people of ſuch things as 
they demanded. This Iſle was firft called, that is as 
much as to ſap in Greek, mantkeſtation: fopntlgh as in this 
Ille the Panims ſaw firſt the Sun and the WAiafter the de- 
tuge : thereſoze they ſuppoſed they had been do there of their 
Pothers ; foz Apollo is the Sun, and Diana the Poon in their 
language. , 

Some call this J fle Ortigie: fozaſmuch as the Birds that 
men call Oztiges, in Engliſh they be Quatles, were firſt ſeen 

there, The Panims gave ts Apollo diverg names after the di⸗ 
vers operations of the Sun. In this Temple was a great Js 
mage compoſed all of the fine gold in the wozſhip of the God A⸗ 
pollo, and albeit the Image was deaf and dumb, pet where J- 
dola try reigned at that time imthe wozld, the devil put him in 

the Image, and gave anſwer ts the Panims of the things they 
demanded of him. This did the Devil co abuſe che fooliſh peo⸗ 
ple, that at that time believed this Image was very God. 

Upon this part the Aut hoꝛ declareth, from whence came fir 
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Idolatry. le find in Hiſtoria Eccleſiaſtica, that when Herod 
was deceived by the thꝛee Kings that returned not again to him, 
but wo2ſhipped our Lo2dJeſus Chziſt, as is contained in the 
Golpel, afterwards departed by another wap, &c. Herod put- 
poſed to have flain the Child leſus, therefoze the glozious Uir- 
gin gur Lady, Saint Mary his Mother, and Joſeph bare him to 
'E-gyPt, And as ſoon as our Lady entred into Egypt, all the J- 
dols fell down to the Earth, bzoken and b2niſed, accozding to 
the Pꝛophecies of Iiaiah, that ſaid thus, Aſcendet Dominus in 
nubem levem, & ingredietur Egyptum, & movebuntur ſimula⸗ 
chra Egi pii, Shewing, that at the coming of our Saviour 
Jeſus Chrift, all Jdolatrp ſhould have an end: And amongſt the 
_=_ Iſmael was the firſt that made an J dol, and that was of 
carth. | 

Prometheus made the firſt among the Panims, and taught o- 
thers the manner how to make them: but the right beginning 
of Jdolatry, came of Belus King of 4ſſyria, that was Father of 
King N:nu;; when he was dead, his Son Ninus did burp 
him in a rich Sepulture, and did make an Image of fine gold 
to the (emblancg andiikeneſs of his Father, ts have memozy 
of him, and wozſhipped him as his God, and compelted his folk 
to wo2thip him: after an evil ſpirit entred into the Image, 
and gave unte che people auſwers of their ſundzy demands. 
Thus by the-agample of him, the fimple Panims made other in 
rhe woꝛſhip ul their Friends, thus pꝛocerded they in Jdolacry, 
and that there were none but had their particular Gods, that gave 
unto them their anſwers of their demands, by the device of the 
Enenw, that deteived them, and bzought them unto damnation, 
by the great en vy he had againſt the Linage of men, which God 
made, to ful fil the places of Paradiſe, from whence he was cat 
out fo; his Pꝛide, into hozro2 and darkneſs , after the day of 
Judgment. | | 

when Achilles and Pairoclus were arrived in the Ille of 
De'phos, they went with great devotion into the Temple of A⸗ 
pollo: and there made their.oblations with great liberality, and 
demanded of him anſwer concerning their affairs, Then an- 
ſwered Apollo with a lo@ voice : chiles, return again unto 
the Greeks, that have ſent thee hither : and ſay unte them, Jt 
' ſhaft happen fo? certainty, that they ſhall go ſafely ts —— 

here 
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there they ſhall make many batcels ; But in the tenth year they 
ſhall flay the King Pria rus, his Wife and Childzen, and moſt 
part of the Country. And there ſhall none eſcape, ſave they 
only whom they will ſave. 

Df this was Achilles paſſing glad: and it happened that 
whil eſt they were pet in this Temple, a great learned Biſhop 


of Troy named Chalcas, Son of a man named Thiſtran, which 


was a wiſe man, entred into this Temple, and he was ſent al- 
ſo from the King Priamus, to Have anſwer of Apollo fo; them 
of Troy. | 

As he then had made his oblations and demands fo2 them of 
Troy, Apollo anſwered, laping Cb alcas, Chalcas, beware thou 
return not back again to Troy: but go with Achilles unto the 
Greeks, and never depart from them, koz the Greeks ſhall have 
victozv of the Trojins, by the agreement of the Gods, and thou 
chall be to them very necctary in counſel, As Chalcas knew 
Achiltes, that was in the Temple, hc app2oached unto him, and 
made acquaintance with him, and accompanied together by 
Faith and Dath : they told each to other what the J dol had ſaid 
to them: whereof Achilles had great jop, and made great chear, 
and countenance to Chalcas, and took him with them: ſailing 
ſo long, they arrived at the Poꝛt of Athens, and when they il⸗ 
ſued out of their Ships, Achilles took Chalcas. by the hand, and 
pꝛeſented him to the King Agamemnon and ts others, and told 


unto them the anſwer of Apollo: Bow they ſhould have vicop | 


of the Trojans, and how Apollo bade Him not return again ts 
Troy, but hold him with the Greeks, during the Mar. Ot 
theſe tydings the Greeks greatly rejoyccd, and made a Fealk, 
and received Chalcas into their company, by Faith and by Dath, 
and they pꝛomiſed to reward him and do him good.

A F ter this feaſt the Greeks had made fo2 the good anſwers 
of Apollo, Chalcas went in a mozningin the company of 


Achilles and Patreclus, unte the Tent of wing Agamemnon .

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where all the Nobles of the Armp were allembled and he lalu⸗ 
ted them courteoully, ſaying ; Noble Kings and Pzinces, that 
ve here aſſembled fo2 vengeance of the injuries done by the Tro- 
zins: wherefoze tarry pou here, after the Gods have given their 
anſwer - Thins pe not that King Prizmus hath his ſpyes a- 
mong pou, and whiles ye ſojourn, he furniſheth not his Coun- 
trep and City with victual, with hozſes, and with other neceſla⸗ 
rics - Js not great part of the Summer paſſed, and pe habe no⸗ 
thing enterpzized upon pour enemies. Beware pe be not in⸗ 

grateful ts the anſwer ofthe Gods: and that by pour negligence 
chey change not their anſwer into the contrary. Thereloze tar- 

rp no longer, but embark pour Yozſe, and go to Sea, and ceaſe 
not until the time the pꝛomiſes of the Gods be accompliſhed. 

When Chalcas had thus ſpoken, cach man ſaid he had well 
ſpoken, Then the King Ag memnon ſent unte all the hoſt, 
aud gave commandment with the ſound of Trumpet that every 
man ſhould make ready to remove. And pꝛelently they entred 
their Ships and dilanchozed, Hopſed up their ſails, and ſailed a 
mile from Athens, the air that befoze was clear, began to 
war troublous and thick, and a great tempeſt aroſe of wind, 
rain and thunder: inſomuch that there was none ſo hardp but 
Had fear to have dyed, foz their chips were caſt br the Sea, 
one here, and another there, and they ſuppoſed to habe been 
dꝛowned. Then ſaid Chalcas to them that were with him, the 
cauſe of the Tempe was fozaſmuch as Diana their Goddeſs 
was angry againſt them, becauſe they departed from Athens 
and made her no ſacrifice; and fo; to appeaſe this wath, it 
behoved King Agamemnon to facrifice to her with his own 
hand, Iphigenie his Daughter a young Uirgin, other wiſe the 
Tempeſt ſhould never ceaſe, And to ſpeed this ſacrifice, he 
counlelled to turn the Navy, and apply it to the Alle of Andil}, 
where the Temple of the Goddeſs Diana was, 

When King Agamemnon underſtood this thing, he was paſ⸗ 
fing ſozrp in his mind, koz he loved his Daughter Iphigeni- 
with great lobe, on the other fide he was required of all the 
other Kings and Pyinces of Greece, that he would make no des 
lap in lo great a matter, oꝛ to withſtand the Sacrifice : where- 
foe he was vanguiſhed by the Puntes, foz the love of his 
Dorum, he took his Daughter Iphigenie, and in thepꝛelence of 
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lently the tempeſt ceaſed, and the air became neat and clean, 
and the Sea well quieced and in cranquillity. Then he went 
again into his Ship, and all the other in like manner dꝛew up 
their (ails, and ſailed befoze the wind ſv far, that they arrived ac 
a Poꝛt of the Realm of ] roy, nigh unto a Calle called Sa: 2. 
bana. Dares putteth not down what was the cauſe whetefoze 
King Agzmemnon made this ſacrifice unto Diana, But Ovid 
( in the twelfth book of Metamorphoſe) ſaith, it was Iphigenie 
his Daughter. And when they of the Caſtle ſawthe graet Ra⸗ 
by at their Poze, they armed them, and came unto che Poze, 
thinking to defend their Land againſt the Greeks, and aflailed 
them that were come on Land, and being weary of che travel of 
Sea: But the Greeks iſſued pzefently out of their ſhips in 
great number all Armed, and chaſed chem unto their Caſtle, 

and entred the Caſtle with them, and put them all to death, took 

the booties, after beat down the Caule, and then re-entred again 
into their Ships, and ſailed. to the Pozt of Tenedon, and there 
anchozed their chips. 12 EN: 

At this Pozt was a Caſtle, well peopled, and full of great 
riches; being thee miles from Troy, Mhen they of the Caſtle 
ſaw the Greeks, thep ran £9 arms, and furniſhed their Caſtle 
with good fighters, the other ifCued out, and came tothe Poze, 
- where they found the Greeks then iſſued out of their Ships all 
armed, and took all that they could find. Thus began the battel 
very fierce and moꝛtal, and there were enough lain on both par⸗ 
ties : moze of the Greeks than of the T. ojans. But as ſoon ag 
the great ſtrength of the Greeks were landed, the Trojan could 
no longer ſutler noꝛ abide, but put them to flight, ſome co the 
Caſtle and the other fled unto Troy. Then the Grecks beſtir⸗ 
red them, and laid the Cattle round about, and they within de⸗ 
fended it paſſing well upon the walls and ſlew many by ſhot and 
Engines, but the Greeks dzefſed their Engines about the Caſtle, 
and ſet their Ladders untotye walls, and went up on all ſides ; 
they within defended them valiantly, and made them fall in 
their Ditches, ſome dead, ſome hurt. But the Greeks that 
were ſo great in number, ſent always new ſolk to the aſſault, 
whereof they within weregrown ſo weary, that chey retired 


back from their defences : and then the Gree'<s entred by fo:ce

Ships joyous of their gain they had gotten in the Caſtle.

P2iamus, to have Helen and the Priſoners, and of their an{wer, 
V 7 Ben the Greeks had deſtroyed thus che Calle and Edi⸗ 

- V- ficesvof Teneden; Then Agamemnon, that had the 
cHarxe of al the Hoff, commanded that all the booty and gain 
vf thofe two Caffles ſhould be bought fozth, and it was done 
pꝛeſentliy as he commanded, and he as a wife King diſtributed 
the gain, unto each man after ts defert and quality, And tanſ⸗ 
ed all the noble men ts affemble on che plain of Tenedon be 
fore King Agrmemnon: and when they were come, King A. 
gememnon ſpake in this manner. My friends and fellows that 
be here now aſſembled, foz fo juſt a'caule as each at you now - 
eth, ànd in ſo great puiſſance, that there is and Halt be tydings 
thereof in all the wozld: pet let it pleaſe the Gods, that it be 
without pꝛide oꝛ fetony: fo? it is, thæt of the fin of pꝛide gzow 
eth all other vices, and the Gods refit and withſtand the inſs. 
tent and pzvud peopte, therefoꝛe we onght'to put away all pzide 
from our works : and in tfpectal chis wozk here, and uſe the 
wap of juffice that none Y blame us. 

Pe know that we are tome thus far, to take vengeance of the 
injuries and wꝛongs that King Prigmus Hath done to us, and 
we habe done to him now great damage. Ye map know foz 
truth that they have aſtembled into the City of Troy, great pow- 
ers, to defend them againff us: and alfs the Citp is great 
and ſtrong: and ye know that ther be upon their own heritage, 
that is a thing which troubleth their fozce and ſtrength, I ſay 
not theſe things, foꝛ any doubt but that we ſhall Have vicozy, 
and deſtrop thts famous City, though it be Trong : only fo; 
our wozſhip, to the end, we be recommended'tohave conduced. 
this work by great diſcretion, and wiehout p2ide , fo2 that ok. 
tentimes by over Haſty enterpꝛizes, a thing of great weight, 
may come to a mitchievous end. Pe know it is long ago that 
King Priamus did ſtrit require us, by his fpecial Peffengers, 


thae 


our haughtinels and pꝛide we would not deliver her again: if we 
had then delivered and fent her home again, theſe evils had ne- 
ver happened in the Jfle of Cithar as they be. And the Nacen 
Helena ( who is of the nobleſt of Greece)had never been raviched 
non led away: alſo we had not enterpzized the pain la- 
bour we now are in. And there is none of us that knoweth 
what ſhall happen to him good oz evil: therefoze if re think good 
that we ſhould return into our Country, without ſuffering of 
moze pain, with our honour and woꝛchip we will ſend to King 
Pr iamus our ſpecial PeCengers, and bid him to deliver again 
to us Helen freely, and that he reſtoze tous the damages that 
Paris hath done to us in the Idle of Cirhar : if he will ſo do, our 
return Wall be honourable, and we can as no moze of him bp 
right. And if we refuſe, we ſhall have two things that all fight 
fo2 us. that is, Juffice and Puiflance ; and when men ſhall hear 
of our offers, they will give the w2ong and blame tothe Trojans, 


and to us the laud and pꝛaiſe: and we ſchall be excuſed of a 


damages that we ſhall do them, after theſe offers. . Therefoze 
adviſe you among pour ſelves, what pe will do. 

There were ſome bad people, that blamed this counſel, and 
lome allowed it: Finally, they concluded to do as 4gzmemnon 
had ſaid, Then they choſe fo2 their Peengers Diomedes any 
Ulyſſes, to ge to Troy, and make their legation, which cook 
their Bozſes, and went incontinently, and came to Troy about 
mid-day, they went ſtraight to the Palace of King Priamus, 
and tyed their Hoꝛſes to the Gate, after went up into the Wall, 
and in going up they marveſted greatly at the rich wozks they 
law in all the Palace, eſpetially of a tree that they ſaw in a plain, 
which was made by Magick marvellouly compoſed, and ot 
great beauty; foꝛ the fock beneath was no thicker but of the 
greatneſs of a ſpear, paſſing long and High, and above bꝛanehes 
of gold and ſilver leaves that ſpread over the Palace, ſave a 
little, it covered all; and the fruit of che ſaid tree was of di⸗ 
vers pꝛettous ſtoneg, that gave light and b2ightneſs, and alſo

- When King Priamus heard Ulyſſes thus ſpeak, he anſwered, 
(without demanding any Counſel: ) J marvel greatly, at thy 
wozds, that thou requireſt of me a ching that a man vanquiſhed 
and overcsme, and one that could defend himſelf no moꝛe but 
with great pain would ac ozd to thee. J believe not that the 
Greeks have ſuch puiſſante which thou haſt laid unto me : they 
— of me amends, and J ought to demand the lite of 
them.

Have not they lain mp Father and my. Bzethzen, and led 
a wap my Siſter in ſervitude, whom thep deign not to marry ho⸗ 
nourably, but to uſe her as a common woman? and to have her 
again, J {ent to them anthenor, and would have pardoned them 
the (ur-plus : but pou know the villanieg they did uſe towards 
my Pellenger: andtherefoze J- ought not to hear any thing 
that ye ſay to me, but rather dpe -valiantly, than to agree to 
pour requeſt ; let Agamemnon know, that I vefire not to have 
peace 92 love with the Greeks, that have done to me ſo many 
diſpleaſures. And if it were not pe be Peſlengers, J ſhould 
make you dye an evil death. Thexefoꝛe go awap quickly, foꝛ I 
cannot behold pou without diſpleaſure in my heart. Then be- 
gan Diemedes to laugh foz deſpight, and ſaid thus: Ha King, 
if without diſpleaſure thou cauſt not ſee us but two, thou wilt 
be diſpleaſed all the dayes of thy Life: fo2 thou ſhalt ſee from 
hentefoꝛth bcfoze thine epes great armies of Greeks which ſhall 
come befoze the City, and ſhall not ceaſe to a{ſail it continually, 
againſt whom thou canſt not long defend thee, but thou and 
dhine finally hall receive bitter death. Therefoze thou ſhouldeſt 
take better counſel in thy doings, if thou wert well ma | 
| | ers 
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There were manp Trojans that would have run upon the 
Greeks, and dꝛew their Swozds to have flain them: But King 
Priamus foꝛbad them, and ſaid that thep ſhould let two fools ut⸗ 
ter their kollp, and a wiſe man to ſuffer it 4, ha, tr ſaid Xs 
neas, what is that ye ſay ⁊ men mult ſhew to a fool His foolichneſg, 
and truly if it were not in rour pꝛeſence, this fellow that hath 
ſps::en ſo foolichly befoze pou, ſhould receive his death by my own 
hand. It appectainech not unto him to ſay unto pou ſuch vene» 
mous thꝛeatnings: therefoze J adviſe him, that he go his way 
quickly, unleſs he ceaſe to ſpeak. fo abſurd and fooliſhly, 

Diomedes of nothing was abaſhed, anſwered to ness: 
Whatſoever thou be, thou ſhewelt well by thy woꝛ ds, thou art 
th adviſed, and hot, and J wich that J may once find thee in a 
place convenient, that J may reward thee foꝛ the wozds thou 
haſt ſpo en of me. 

I. ſee well that the King is foztunate and happy to have 
fuch a tonnſeller as thou art, that giveth him counſel to do vil- 
lany. Then Ulyſſes brake the wozds of Diomedes wiſely, and 
pꝛaped him to hold his peace, after ſaid to King | riamus, Me 
have underſtood all that thou haſt ſaid, and will go and repo:c 


it co our P:inces. Jncontinencly they took their Hoꝛſes and re. 


turned unto their hoſt, where they found many aſembled befoꝛe 
King Aga:nemnon, andtold them the anſwer of King Pria rus :; 
whereof they had great marvel, and conferred long together fo2 
the well ozdering of their afairs, ſince they were aſſured of the 


war of the Trojans.

Agamemnon called his council in * i 
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thence continually, fo2 it is a Country very tommodious: and 
they that go thither, ſhall take ſtirety of the Country. that they 
fail not to ſend viqual tothe hoſt, fo long as we ſhall be in this 
Country. This counſel pleaſed the Greeks, and they choſe 
Achilles, and Telephus the Son of Hercules to furnifh this meſ- 
lage, and to go with a great tompanp of men of arms. In that 
Pꝛovinte reigned a King named Iheurtan and had long reigned 
in peace, fo; his Country was peopled with hardy Knights. ; 
when Achilles and Telepbus with thee thouſand Knights were 
arrived in the Ille of Meſſe, they iſſued out of their Ships, 
and went on Land. Then tame aga nft them the King ! heu⸗ 
ran, with a great company of men of Foot and Yo2ſeback. 
Then began the battel fiercely, and at the skirmith were 
many Knights (ain on both ſides, Albeit the Greeks were 
leſs in number than the other, they defended [hemſelves well: 
but their defence had not availed them, had it not been foz the 
great p:oweſs of - chilles, that did great miracles with his body 
as he that was themoſt ffrong and valiant of the Greeks: foz 
whomloever he ſmote He dped. and there could no man ſtand be- 
$020 him. When Achilles eſpyed King Theutran, in the midif 
ok his people, did great damage to his folk, he th:ut into the 
greaceſt pzeſs of his enemies, and beat down befoze him all he 
found, till he came to King Theutran : and hewed his helm, 
and [mote him down to the ground, and had lain him, had noc 
Telephus been, which put himſelf between them, and pzayed 
Achilles humbly that he would not flap him, no2 do him any 
moze harm than he had: Then the King cryed to Achilles foz 
mercy. Then ſaid-Achilles to Telephus, what moveth thee to 
pity our moztal enemy, that is come to aſfail us with ſo great 
fury : It is reaſon that he fall into the pit that he made ready 
; foz us. Pa, ha, fir, ſaid Telephus, the King was very familiar 
with mp Father Hercules, and alfo did to me great Honour 
In this Land, and therefozeJ may not ſuffer to ſee Him Kain. 
Mell chen / ſaid Achilles) take him and do with him what thou 
wilc. Then was their battel finiſhed, the Greeks retired, and 
King Theuran carricd into His Palace as a dead man: fa A- 
chilles had ſoze bꝛuiſed him. And the King payed Achilles and 
Telephus, that they would go with him: who went and were 
received with great jop and honour. |

Jt was not long after, that this King Theutran, fent foz 


Achilles and Telephus, and ſaid unto them: Py friends, A. 


may not long live: and after ſaid to Telephus: Mp friend, 
4 map no longer live, and J have no lawkul heirs of my body 
ts whom J mayleave this Realm, which J have gotten with 
great labour, and had loc long ſince, had it not been fo2 the 
worthy of all wozthies, thy Father Hercule, which was a 
unto me, againff all them that would have taken it 
from me: he did often fight with them. So thy Father 
vy his great po wels, chaſed them out: ſince that time J have 
kept it peaceablp, not by merit, but by the vertue of thy Fa- 
ther. And ſtuce it happened that thy Father conguered this 
Realm fo2 me, J having no heirs, it is a reaſon that thou be 
heir of my Father: and with theſe my la wo2ds, J leave this 
Realm unto thee, and afl my wozldiy goods, and make thee 
mine Meir, and therefore burp me honourablp, as appertain⸗ 
eth to a Ring. And as ſoon as he had ſtniſhed thoſe words, he 
dyed e chen Telephus, and the nobles of the Country buried 
Himhonourably and laid him in a verp rich Sepulture, whereof, 
was this Epiaph : Here lyeth the body of King Cheutran, whom 
Achilles ſlew :; who left his Realm ro Telephus. ; 
Now this Telephus, that was befoze but a Duke, was made 
King of Meſſe and all the Nobtes of the Country did him ho» 
mage, and the people pꝛomiſed him fatth and ſerv Chen A- 
chiiles did furniſh his chips with viaual and ozdatned Telephys 
ſhould abide in his new Realm (which he did) and he com- 
manded, in the name of the Geeks, that he would do his dili⸗ 
gence, to ſend unto the Yoft of the Greeks pꝛovillon, and he 
Pomiſed him he would perkoꝛm tt without any default. Then 


Achilles took leave of him, and returned into his chips, and 


failed ſo long, that he and his company arrived at the Pozt of 
Tenedon, where they found the Yoft pet ſojourning: when 
he was landed, he went ftraight to che Tent of King Ags- 
memnon, where all the Kings and P:inces were-atembled ; 
and they received him with great jop, as he that all the Hon 
loved much, fo2 his great pꝛoweſs. Then * chilles rehearſed 


to them, how he arrived at Meſſe; and of the battel, and 


how Telephus was made Bing, who pꝛomiſed to furniſh the 
Hoſt with vicuals. 
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Df thele tydings the Trecks had great joy, and praiſed the 
valour of Achilles, and after each man went unto his Pavilion, 
Then was Achilles received with great jop of his Myrmidons 
that much loved him. 

Here the Authoz nameth what Kings and Pzinces came ta 
the aid of King Priamus tu Troy: not of all, but of the moſt 
notable. Firſt, came unto their aid, King Pandorus, King 
Galior , and King Adraſtus, with thzce thouſand Knights 
armed. TP Es 

From the P2ovince of Tholoſon came four Kings: with five 
thouſand Knights armed, the King Carras, Bing Amaſtus ; 
King Neftor, a mighty ſtrong man, and King Amphimacus. 
From the Realm of Lycia, came n ing Glaucon, with thee thoy- 
ſand Knights, and his Son Sarpedon, one of the Erongeſt 
Knights in the wozld, being Couſin to Priamus : from the 
Realm of Lycaon, came the King Euſemus, with a thouſany 
Knights expert in arms. From the Realm of Lariſſa came two 
Kings with fifteen hundzed Knights, the King Miſtor, and 
King Capledus. From the Realm of -Thabory came Ring Re⸗ 
mus with thace thouſand expert ſouldiers, and in his company 
came four Dunes, and ſeven Earls that were in League with 
Priamus : thep wers all in Armour of azure colour without 
other ſign, thereby was Remus and his people known in the 
Battel. From the Realm ol Thracia, came King Pilex, and 
Duke / chamas, with eleven hundzed Knights. From the 
Realm of Pannonie came King: Pefſe.1.vs, and the Duke Stuper 
his Couſin, with thee thouſand Knights, expert to juſt and 
ſhoot with the Bow. | - 

This is a wild Country full of Fozells and Pountains, 
there is but little people, many wild Beaſts and Birds. From 
che P2ovince of Boetia, came thzee Dukes with twelve hun- 
dꝛed Knights, the Duke Anſerrimus, Duke Fortwnus, and the 
Duke Sammus. From the Realm of Burtin, where grew good 
ſpices, came two Kings Bzethꝛen with a thouſand Knights, the 
Bing Boctes, and King piſteus. From the Realm of Papia- 
gorie, that is at the Sun-rifing , the rich King Philemenus, 
with th:ce thouſand Knights, all their ſhields of the Hides of 
Fiſhes, covered with gold and precious ſtones; this King was 
as great as a Gpant. From the Realm of Ethiope, * the 
/ a 5 ing 
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King Perſcus, and the Bing of Thi&eon with him, that was 
hardy and wiſe, with thzee thouſand Knights, that had in their 
company many a Dute and Carl. 

There was with them, Simꝛgon the Son of King Thicteon. 
From the Realm of Cheres, came the King Theleus and Archi- 
logus his Son, that was of ths affinity of King Priamus, and 
b:ought a thouland Knights. From the Alle of Arguſt came 
two Kings, of whom J have not che names, with twelve hun- 
dzed Knights. | | 

From the Realm of Eliane, that is beyond the Kealm of A- 
mazon, came an antient King, and diſcreet, named Epiſtrophus, 
and bꝛought a thouſand Knights, and a marvellous Beaſt called 
Sagittary, the middle was an hozſe, fozepart a man, his 2yes 
red as a ſtery coal, and ſhot like a man with a bow ; this Beaſt 
made the Greeks ſoze afraid, and flew many of them with his 
Wow. Jn number all the Knights that came in aidof King 


Priamus, were two and thirty thouſand, beides chem sk Troy, 


and of India the leffer. And it is not found in wziting, that 
ſince the Creation of the Wozld, ſo many Noble Knights were 
allembled in one place, that pzoſecuted the quarrel foz (6 little 
occaſſton. Oh how Kings and Pꝛinces ought to be adviſed how 
tobegin war, ifchey might avoid it by any other way. 


CHAP 1 
Of the coming of Duke Palamedes, and how the Greeks depiru 
ed from Tenedon, by the counſel of Diomedes, and came 


and took land before the City of Trop, and how the Trojans _ - 


received them in battel right vigorouſly. 


Ow the Greeks were- not departed from Tenedon, when 
Palamedes the Son of King Naulus arrived at the Pozt, 

with thirty Ships full of Knights armed, all Noble men; Ac 
his coming the Greeks were joyful, who murmuted befo1e, be- 


cauſe he tarried ſo long, wherefoze he excuſed him by fickneſs 


that he had, | | | | | 
This Palamedes was holden in great woꝛſhip amongit the 
Greeks, and was the {econd next King Agzmemnoa, puilſant, 
diſcreet in arms and very rich. And at his coming, he was 
choſen to be CounceUoz of the oY Thus were the Greeks 
| : | man} 
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many a day and night at the Pozt of Tenedon, oftentimes at- 
ſembling them, co adviſe of the beſt. manner tobeftege the City 
of. Troy, At length, after many spinions, they agreed to the 
counſel of Diomedes, that was this: | 

How, ſaid he, all ye Kings. P2inces, and Farons, that are 
here allembled, we ought to have great ſhame and diflike, ſince 
it is a year agone ffnce we landed in this Country, and have 
not pet been befoze Troy. Uerilp, in this we have given to 
our Enemies great advantage : that during this time they are 
purvteyed of great aids, and all their City foztifted and fenced 
with Mallg and Bulw arks, that they have leiſure co make, 
and they think that we are no t ſo hardy as to come unto them: 
therefqze the moze that we delay to go thither, the moze en- 
creaſeth our ſhame and damage: but if we had gone thither, 
when we came firſt into the Country, we Would have moze 
eaftly gone a ſhoze, than we ſhall do now: foꝛ they are bett er 
furniched than they were at that time, ol al ſuch things as be- 
ho dech to defend them with: therefoze J counſel you, that to 
mozrob betimes we put us in good oꝛder, and lap ficge firmly, 
as haſtily as we map. We know that we ſhall not da ſo with- 
out great labour: wherein it behoveth every man to emplop 
himſelf, and to banifh fear. Foz we can pꝛebail no other wap, 
no2 moꝛe honourably as I think, 

The Counſel of Diomedes pleaſed all the Barons, and early 
in the moꝛning, they re-entred ints their Ships, and ſailcd to 
the Pozt of Troy in good ozder one after another. 

In the firſt front they put an hundzed Ships, furniſhed with 
Knights and Banners, that waved in the Wind, and after them 
another hundzed: and all the other by o2zder, and they had not 
ſaſted far, but they ſaw the noble City of Troy, and appꝛoach⸗ 
ed there to as haftity as they mighe. When the Trojans ſaw the 
Greeks appzoach toward the City, they mounted upon cheir 
Hozſes all armed, and went koꝛth without oꝛder unto the Poꝛt. 
Mhen the Greeks ſaw the Trojans come in fs great number 
to defend their Pozt, there were none ſo hardy but was afraid, 
fozaſmuch as they could not goon Land, but they armed them 
incontinent, and did their beſt to tate Land by fozce. 

Df the firſt hundzed Ships, was chief Captain the Kin Pro- 
thefilaus of. Philard, that endeavoured. with great * to 

zing. 


bring his Ships within the Pozt ; but the wind being Frong 
blew them into the Poꝛt ſo ſtrongly againſt the ſhoꝛe, that ma⸗ 
nyof them bzake, and many Greeks were dꝛowned, and they 
that might take land cook it, and were flain by the Trojans, 
with great tozments, in lo great number, that the ground was 
made red with their blood. It is not in the remembꝛante of a- 
ny man, that ever Navy wan Land with ſo great damage as the 
Navy of the Greeks, . After this firſt hundzed Ships. the other 
arrived that followed them: and they within were well p2ovi- 
. dedof great Arbaleſters, where with they ſhot and Kew many of 
the Trojans, conffraining them to go back. 

Then the Greeks landed ſpeedily, and ſucconred the firs chat 
fought at deadly hazard, Then began a battel, The King Pro- 
theſilaus that landed with the firft did great marvels with his 
body, and flew that day infinite of the Trojms, If he alone 
had not been, al theGreeks that were gotten on the land had been 
flain. But what might his defence Help, when ſeven thouſany 
Greeks fought again® an hund:ed thouſand Trojans. And that 
fo: the great danger wherein they felt themſelves, they ſold 
their lives dear, erpecting the ſuccours of King Arche aus and 
King Prothenor, that anon arrived, and would the Trojans 62 
not, they went on a ſhoze, cook land, ſuccoured their people vall⸗ 
antly, and began again a cruel battel. 

Akter that arrived the Duke Neftor, and his folk, that thzuſt 
in among their enemies flercely. There was many a Spear 
bꝛoken and many an Arrow ſhot : Knights fell down dead on 
both fides, and their cry was marvellous to Hear, There were 
flain many Trojins by Archelaus and Prothenor. After arri- 
ved the King Aſcalus, and King Aglus with their Ships, and 
went a land, 'afſailed the Trojans with great flercene(s, and by 
fozce made them retire ; then came to the battel plenty of new 


Trojzzns. Then began the battel to be greater, than ie has 


been all the day befoze - inſomuch that the Greek; were re⸗ 
copled by fozce unto their Ships; then arrived Ulyfſes with 
great company of his Knights, which thzonged into the battel: 
and the Grecks recovered land, and aatled the Trojzns firi» 
oufly. There Ulyſſes made great efftfion of blood on His Gne- 
mies, and immediately his Enfign was made knywn among 
them. King Philomenvs, Hr that Ulyſſes flew their mu 
A | 
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he add2efſed himſelf unts him, and beat himoff his Bozſe. U- 
I) ſſes (mote him again and wounded him in his thꝛoat, and cut 
aſunder his 02iginal vein, and (mote him as half dead. The 
Trojans ran and took him from the Greeks, and carried him up⸗ 
on his Shield into the City, but had not this miſadventure hap- 
pened to the King, the Greeks had been diſcomfited, The Tro- 
ans laboured much to ſave him. Then arrived King Thaos,King 
-Agamemnon, King Menelaus, and King | helamon 4jax, with 

all their Foꝛtes, and fought very valiantly,. and bzoke their 
Spears upon the Trojans, beat down manp, ſome flain,and ſome 
urt. | 
y When King Protheſilaus departed from the battel, where he 
had been ſince the beginning, to retober bꝛeath, when he came 
ts the Po2t ; he found all his men nigh dead, foz-whom he wept 
exceedingly, and took again his courage, to revenge the death 
of his men, and went again unto the battel, any-flew many 
Trojans, and ſmote down many of their hozſes. Then came 
to battle on the behalf of the Trojans -King Perles, with a com- 
pany of Knights, at which the battel began to be moztal, and 
there were many Grecks flain, -and many made to retire, and 
without doubt had diſcomfited them, but the wozthy Palamedes 
foon won footing, and at his coming, the Greeks were recom- 
fozted ; then Palamedes perfozmed wonderful deeds with his 
hand, and addzeſſed himſelf again Sagamon, the Bꝛother of 
Bing Memnon, and Nephew of the King of Perſe, that ſoze 
grieved the Greeks, and he pierced him thzow the body, and 
ſmote him dead o the earth: afterwards he thzonged into the 
great pzeſs, and beat down all that he met, each man that knew 
him made him way. And then aroſe a cry upon the Trojans, 
that they might not bear the ſtrength of Palamedes. But the 
molt woꝛthy of all wozthies, Hector, when he heard the cry, 
among his people, iſſued out of the City, with a great company 
of valiant Knights, and entred the battel in rich Arms, and boze 
in his ſhield of Gold a L pon of Gules. His ſtrength was anon 
known among the Greeks ; he met in his coming the King Pro- 
thefilaus, that all that dap had not ceaſed to kill the Trojans, 
and frove him with his Swozd, upon his Helm, that he cleft 
him ts the noſe, whereof he fell down dead to the ground. After, 
Hector thzuſt into the greateſt pzeſs, and as many Greek: as he 
reach. 
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reacht with his @wozd he flew. Then each man fled from him, 
making him way, and then demanded the Greeks one of another 
what he was, but ſtreight they knew it was Hector, the ſtrongeſt 
man of the woꝛld, then was there none lo hardy; that durſt abide 
his ſtroke. 

Then it happened thatflector went out to refreſh him, where- 
upon the Greeks took courage again againft the Trojus, Thig- 
happened that day eight oz ten times. It was about the hour 
of Even ſong, whenHector departed from the bartel and re-entred 
into the City: foz the Greeks were withal diſcomffced, then 
arrived ſtrong Achilles with his M;;rmidons, and entred into the 
battel, with thee thouſaud appꝛoved Knights that were with 
him: then were the Troj ns on all ſides beaten down and lain, 
fo: againſt Achilles endured no man, but he was beaten down 
to the earth. 7 5 | | 

Then arrived all the Navp of the Greeks, and the Knights 
got a land and Skirmiched with the other in the battel where⸗ 
foꝛe the Trojans had much to (uffer, ſo that they muſt flee into 
their City, and Achilles and the other ſlew them fleeing ; there 
was a great cry of the hurt men, foz Achilles was all dyed with 
the blood of the Tropns, and there was a great flaughter at the 
entry into the City. There ſaw the Fathers their Childꝛen 
flain : and the laughter had been exceeding great, if-Troilus 

Paris, and Deiphobus had not come With a great company fierce 

and new, who iſſued out of the City, and refifted the Greeks, 

and made the flaughter to-ceaſe, toꝛ that the night was nigh, e- 

very man withdꝛew him to his place. | 

The Trojans kept cloſe their City, and did make good watch. 

Achilles with the Feeks, returned to their Tents with great 

glo:p, which were not pet dzefſed 2: but King Agumemnon did 

cauſe them to be d2efled, and made each man take place meet af- 

ter his eſtate. And they that had no Tents noz Pavillions, 
they lodged under the leaves, in the beſt manner they could, 
both themſelves and their Yozſes , and after anchozed their 

Ships, and took out of them all that was neceſſary foꝛ them, 
Thus the Greeks ſet Siege to the City of Troy, and made 

great fires in the Boſt. So they were lodged a night together 

and made good watch, although they had no aCaults this night, 


and they had all the night Trumpets and Pinſtrels great 
plenty,, 
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plenty, that Agamemnon ozdained for to comfo;t the Pot, 
And they reſted this night all armed the beſt they could: This 
mas the fickt battel of the Greeks and of the T. ojins at their 
coming. ' 


5 CHAP. N | 
Of the ſecond batte! of Troy, where were many Kings and 
Barone (ſlain, by worthy Hector: and bow the Trojans had 
en victorious of their Enemies, had it not been for the re⸗ 


queſt of Thelamon Ajax, Couſin of Pecor 


E the night paſſed, H cor having the charge of them in the 
City, oꝛ dered early his Battels in a plain that was in che 
City, and put in the firſt Battel two thouſand Knights, and ap- 
pointed two of his kinſmen to conduc them, Glaucon, Son of 
the King of Lycia, and Aſiamoler his Baftard Bzother, and a(- 
Agned them King Theſeus of Thrace, and Archilogus his Bo- 
ther, that was wile and valiant, and made them iCue ouc of the 
Sate named Dardan, which food againſt᷑ the Holt of the Greeks: 
In the ſecond Battel he put thzee thouſand good Knights, and 
appointed them to Ring Exampetus of Phriꝑia, and them ing Alca- 
nus, that wereh nig his of great ſcrength, and recommended chem 
to the guard of the Gods, and made them iilue aut after the other, 
Che third Battel he gave his Bꝛother Troilus, to conduc 
with ther thouſand Knights, and ſafd to them at the degarting: 
Py dear Brother, my heart putteth me in doubt of thy great 
Hardineſs : wherefoze J gap thee that thou govern thee wiſely 
m the Battel, that thou enterpzize not ſuch things as thou 
mayett not atchieve, therefoze put not thyS$ody into danger of 
death by over much weening, whereby thou mightef give joy 
to thine enemies, Go thy wap in the name of the Gods, who 
eonvuc and keep thee from peril. Wozthy Byother, anſwered 
Troilus, pou need not doubt of me, fo2 J will do as you babe 
tommanded: And then he went fo2th with His company after 
ther, and ware in his Shield thee Lions of Gold, | 

| 1 put in the fourth Battel th:ee thouſand Knights, 
and ſeven hundzed, who marched under the tonduct of King 
Hyppon and Lariſſ. This Bing Huppon was the ſtrongett of 
All che Trojans next Hector, and had in his company a valia nt

Knight a Baſtard Bꝛother of Hector, named Diamacus. The 
fifth- battel Hector delivered to the conduct of King Ciſaine, 
with all his people, that were ſtrong, and as great as Gpants, 
and the ſame King bare in his Shield all Azure, without any 
difference. Hector put in commitſton in this vattel, Polidamas 
his Baſtard Bꝛother with this King, and iffued after the other. 
The firth battel the King Preneſtus led, he had his people well 
inſtructed to ſhoot and dꝛaw the Bow, and went without Armoꝛ 
to battel, mounted upon light Yorſcs : Hector commtiſed Dei⸗ 
phobus his Bꝛother to conduct them. Mith this battel Hecto: 
japned all the wozthy Knights of the Realm of Agreſte, under 
the conduc of King Efdras, and King Philon. This King Phi: 
lon had a rich Chair all of Jvozy, Gold, Silver, and pꝛecious 
ffones. This chair was dzawn by two ſtrong Knights. 
With theſe tws Kings, Hector put Epitagorem His baſtard bzo- 
thez, and they iffted after che other. The ſeventh battel K 
n:as led, and a noble Admiral named Euſten, they went after 
the other. The eight batcel the King of Perfe named Perſe. 
led: and Paris was, the chief Captain. Hector intreated his bzo- 
ther Paris that he would not aſſemble unto the Greeks, until 
the time that he came Himſelf, and ſaid chat he would follow 
him anon The ninth and laſt battel, Hector led, and ten of 
his Baſtard Bzechzen after him, ak the beff Knights of che Ci- 
ty were choſen in this batcel, to che number of five thouſand. 
And when Hector was richly arrayed, and armed with good 
harneſs, he mounted upon his Pozſe named Galathee, that was 
ane of the ffrongeft hozſes in the wozld. And fo( armed and 
mounted, ) he rode unto the King his Father, and ſaid unto 
him: Dear Father, retain with pou a thouſand and five hundꝛed 
Knights, and all the men of chts City, and ſtand with them 
in the face of the Greeks, move not till 1 ſendfo2 pou, if we 
have need that pou help us. And J will ſend Pelſengers to 
certifie you of the effate of the batcel : take good heed and keep 
guard; that our enemies take not the Tity by policy, And the 
King anſwered him: Sy Son, J wilt do as thou haft ſatd: fo2 
next the aid of the Gods, thou art a my hope and truſt, and 1. 
Have no confidence but by thy wit and valour. J humbly pꝛay 
the Gods to pꝛotect and pꝛeſerve thee from thine enemies. 
After theſe wozds, Hector went fo:th after the * 
ecor 
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Hector Was verp-couragious, frong and bicozious in battel, 
and a wiſe conduco2 of men of Arms, his ſhield. was of gold, 
and in the middle a Lyon of Gulcs. Although he was the laſt 
that iſſued out of the City, vet he alway paſſed the battels, and⸗ 
put himſelf befoze, in the firſt: the women that were in the Ci: 
ty and all the other, went upon the walls te behold the battels 
there were the danghters of the King, with Qu een Helen, that 
had great doubt and divers imaginations in her ſelf. 

Whiles Hector ozdered His battels, King Agamemnon wag 
not idle, but divided his men into tx and twenty battels. He 
put in che firſt, Patroclus with his people, and with them the 
folk of Achilles, who was not that day in the battel ; foz his 
wounds that he had, he remained in the Tent to cure them. 
This Pairoclus was arich and noble Duke, and loved ſo much 
Achilles, that they were both of one alliance. In the ſecond bat 
tel was King Menon, and King Idumeus with three thouſand 
Knights : there was the Duke of Athens with all his people. 
The third battel led the King Achalaphis, and his Son Phi- 
neus. The fourth battel led King Archelaus, and King Pros 
chenor his B:8ther; with him was Securidan,the Frong Knight, 
with all the people of Boetia. The fifth battel Bing Menelaus 
led with all the people of Sparta. The fixth battel the King 
Epiſtropus led, and the King Celidus with all their people. 

The teventh battel led Thelamon A jzx of Salamine, and 
he had four Earls with him, which were Theſeus, Amphima- 
eus, Dorius and Polidarius, The eight, led King Thoas: 
The ninth led Ajax Aleus: The tenth led King Ph lotes ; 
The eleventh the King Idumeus and King Neron ; The twelfeh 
Duke Neftor : The thirteenth King Exiones: The fourteenth 
Ulyſſes: the fifteenth King Humerus. 

Jn the ſixteenth were the folk of Protheſilaus, much diſpair⸗ 
ing to revenge the death of their Lozd: the ſeventeenth led 
King Polidarius and King Machaon . the eighteenth the King 
sf Rhodes; the nineteenth King Sampitus, and King Lidorus. 
The twentieth King Geripu'us, The one and twentieth King 
Philoreies of Larifſe, The two andrwentieth Diomedes: the 
three and twentieth KingOcneus ofCypres:The four and twen- 
tieth King Protholus: The five and twenticth King Carpenor: 
The fir and twentieth and laſt battel, led King 4 gamemnon,

When all the battels were ſet in oder on both fides, and 
there was nothing to do but to meet, then Hector advanced the 
firſt, and Patruclus came againſt him, as faſt as his Hoꝛſe might 
run, and ſmote him ſo ſtrongly with his Spear on his Shield, 
that he picrced it thoꝛow but did no moze harm. Then Hector 
aCailed Pat roclus with his Swo2d, and gave him a ſtroke upon 
his head, that he cleft it in two pieces, and Patroclus fell down 
dead. When Hector ſaw him dead, he coveted his Arms, fo2 
they were excecding rich and goꝛgeous, and lighted down to cake 
them, but the King Menon came upon him with thꝛee thouſand 
Knights, fo? to defend the King: patroclus againſt Hector, and 
ſaid co him thus. Wolf ravenous and inſatiable, It behoveth 
to ſeek thy pꝛey in ſome other place, fo2 here getteſt thou none. 
And then they allailed him on all des, and would have taken 


from him his hoꝛſe Galathee. But Hector by His Pꝛoweſs re⸗- 


mounted, would revenge him on King Menon , but King Glau- 
cion and King Thefeus and Archilogus his Son came with thzet 
thouſand, then Hector laid on, and beat down all afoze him: 
the firff that he met, he gave ſo great a ſfroke, that he ſlew him, 
and after, many moze he beat down. and flew. 

Thus began the battel on both ſides, and Hector came again 
to the body of Patroclus foz ts have his Arms, but King Idus- 
meus of Creet came againſt him with two thouſand, any King 
Menon (that had always his eyes on Hector) letted him, and 


was ſo in the way, that Hector might not have his arms, that . 


he ſoearneffly deſtred, and ſuffered great pain fozaſmuch as he 
was on foot, but he enfozced him with all his courage, and began 
to lap man and ho:ſe, to ſmlte off heads, legs, feet and arms, 
and flew fifteen of the trongef that aſcailed him. In the mean 
time, King Menon took the body of Patroclus befoze him, and 


carriedit unto his Tent, As the Greeks tontended to grieve 


Hector, and to take away his Hoꝛſe, there was among them a 
Erong Knight named Creon de la Pierre, that grieve him moſt, 
then one of the Servants ok Hector addzeffed him againſt this 
Creon, and gave hima ſfroke with his Spear, that he ken d Him 
dead to the earth, after he ſmote down another, and then he 
ſmote down a third, and tryed to the Trojans atoud; that they 
chould come and ſutcour Hector. .

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With this crp, firſt came Secarabor, one of the Baſtard 152e-- 
thꝛen of Hector, and thzuſt into the greateſt pꝛeſs, ſo fiercely, 
that he came upon them that moſt grieved Hector, who had 
la in moze than thirty of them, and did beſtir him, that by fozce 
he made the Greeks to retopl: them was Hector re⸗mounted 
and thzuft in among them, and flew great plenty of them, foz 
diſpleaſure that he might not have the arms ol Pairoclus. Then 
he met with none but he ſlew, and each man made him way, and 
feared him. | 

Then came unto the battel Meneſteus Duke of Athens, and 
joyned him to that battel whereas Troylus was, who perfozmed 
marvels in arms, and had with him King Sampitus, King 
Machaon , and King Alcanus, Then began fierce battels ; 
Meneſteus addzefled him againſt Troylis, and there fought him 
with ſo great fozce, that he beat him off his Bozſe. in the great 
pꝛeſs of the folk ; and Mene ſteus la boured with all his ſtrength, 
inſomuch that he took him, and led him towards their Tents, 
with a great company of Knights. Then Miſeres of Tro) cryed 
to the Trojans, that Troylus was pꝛiſoner, and that they ſhould 
be diſhonoured, ik they ſuffered him to be led away. Then the 
King Alcanus took his Spear, andaddzeſſed him unto them that 
held Troylus, and\mote the firſt to the earth, and ſmote ano- 
ther, and ſoꝛe wounded him, and did ſo much by the aid of his 
men, that Troylus was reſcued, and ſet again upon his Mozſe 
alſo, bythe help of Bing Sampitus, that came on with all his 
people, he gabe ſo great a ſtroke to Meneſteus overthwart, that 
fk he had not been well armed, he had been flain. Then Mene- 

ſteus cryedto his people, and ſo began among them a mozcal bat 
tel, there were manp flain on both flves. 2. 
Among theſe things, Meneſteus was ſozry he loſt his Pꝛi- 
foner, met Mileres by whom he had loſt him, and beat him 
down, and the ſame time ſmote down another Knight, Then 
came to the battel Huppon ànd Hiripiſus, with two thouſand, 
and againſt them came Menelaus and Prothenor with their folk, 
and there began a mortal skirmiſh. 

After came Polidamas the Son of Anthenor, with a great 
company, and thzuſt in on the other de among his enemies. 
Afcer came King Remus from Troy, with thzee thouſand men, 
and againſ them came Menelaus, with his people, Menelaus 


addzeſſed

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addzelled him againſt King Remus, and they ſmote each other 


to the ground. Then polidamas the Nephew of Helen, a 


poung man of twen p pears old, advzeſſed him againſt Remus, 
and Remus gave him a ſtroke with his Spear, that he ſmate 
him to the earth, whereof Mcnelaus had great ſozrow, fo2 he 
loved him much, and in revenge he have ſo great a firoke to 
Remus with his Sword, that he ſmote him down as dead: 
When King Kemus was ſo beaten down, his men thought he 
had been dead, and would have fled, had it not been foz Polida⸗ 
mas that retained them, and did ſo much, that they took their 
King ſo hurt as he was, and boze him home in ſafety. Then 
King Celidus, that was the moſt fair king of che woꝛlo, addzeſ⸗ 
ſed him to Polidamas, and ſmote him with his Spear, but he 
could not remove him. Polidamas gave ſo great a ſtroke with 
his Swozd that he [mote him to the Earth. Among all theſe 
things Hector came beating down his enemies, and made way 


befoze him in flaping of woꝛthy Knights, ſo far, that he came 


upon them of Salamine, that King Thelamon conducted, who 
flew many ofthe Trojans, and beat him down by his great 
pꝛoweſs Then King Theuter gave a ſtroke with his Spear of 
Hector, that he made him.a deep wound;and Hector in his great 
ire encountred an Admiral of the Greeks and flew him with 
his Swozd. Then was Hector cloſed with his enemies on all 


parts: there was ofthe Greeks, the King Theſeus, and he ſpake = 


to Hector, and warned him he ſhould go out of the battel, and 
ſaid, it were damage foꝛ all the wozld co loſe ſuch a night: and 
Hector thanked him tourteouſlp. | , 
In this while Menelaus and Thelamon affailed Polidamas, 
and Thelamon that addzeſed Him fir(t, ſmote him with his 
ſpear, and after gave many ffro' es, inſomuch that they bꝛake 
the lace ofhis Helm, and took him, and had led him away, had 
not Hector been, which was not far off, who ſmote among 
them that held Him, and flew and hurt many of them, and by his 
balour flew thirty of chem ; and kept Polidamas with him. Then 
came together King Menelaus, and King Thelamon, with all 
their people, and [mote in among the Trojans by ſo great fierces 
nels, that they made them go back, notwithſtanding the great 
pꝛoweſs of Hector, that was with the other, that did ma: veis 
in his perſon. 5 | 
2 
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And then was his flerce and gallant warlike Hozſe Galathee 
ain under him and then he defended himſelf on foot ſo marvel, 
loufly, that there was ns man ſo hardy of the Greeks that durſt 
app2oach him. . | 

When his Bꝛethꝛen knew the greater danger that he wa g in, 
they ran all ts that part. Then was | helamon ſoze hurt, and 
Dinadorus (one of the Baſtard Bzethzen of Eector) gave 
2 ſtrobe to Polixenus, a Noble man, that he ſlew him, beating 
bim down from a great Pozſe, and took the Steed unts Hector, 
who fozthwith mounted upon him. There were marvels of 
Arms done by the Baſtards. Then came Deiphobus, with 
all his Boft, wherein he had great ſtoꝛe of Archers, that hurt 
and flew great ſtore of the Greeks. And Deiphobus gave to King 
Theuter a great wound in the viſage, Then began the battel 
as moꝛtal as it had been all the dap, There was Theſeus aſſailed 
by Quintelenus, one of the Baſtard Bꝛethzen of Hector, and of 
King Moderus, and was taken and led away: but Hector deli, 
_—_ him, fo: the courteſte that he had done to him a little be- 

be. 5 

Then came ts the battel ok the Grecks, King Thoas, and 
King Philotes: but King Thoas add:eTed him againſt Caſſila⸗ 
nus, one ofthe baſtard Bzcethzen of Hector, and gave him a 
ſtroke, that he flew him ts the earth: Hector then ſmote ſo an- 
gerly amongſt the Greeks, that he flew many of them, and puc 
the reft to flight. Then came tothe battel Neftor, with ſir thou. 
ſand Knights: and King Eſdras and King Pbylon, that di 
great marvels of Arms againſt them. 

At this aſſembly there wore many Knights flain, of the one 
part and of the other. King Phyloo, that did great marvels in 
arms, was encloſed round with the Greeks, and had been ſlain, 
if Jecomas and King Eſd as his Father, had not delivered him. 
Hector and his Bzother did marvels with Polidamas, and hav 
put all the Greeks to fight, but that Menelaus and Thelamon re- 
ffſfed them fkrongly. > | | 

Then came ness tothe battel with his Hof, and put in. 
with Hector and the other. and by fo:ce put the Treeks to flight, 
whereof Ajax had much ſozrow: alſo as he lookcd behind him, 
he ſaw theBanners that tame to the batrel, which had not been 
there, where was all the chief flower of che Chivalry of —

Chen pꝛaped he them that fled, that they would abive, and be⸗ 
gin a attel. Ajax and Anexs encountred ſo hardp, that 
they fell to the earth. And then came Philotes with th:ee 
thouſand Knights, and made che Trojans gs back, and ſmbre 
Hector, with his Spear, but he could not remove him: and Hes 
Ror gave him a ſtroke with his Swoꝛd, that he ſozety hurt him 

Chen came to the batte! King Homerus, and King Ulyſſes, with 
all their people in good o2der, and they had in their Yoſt ten 
thoufand Knights, which did the Trojans great hurt, that were 
weary : To their ſuctours came Pa is, and in his coming ſmote 
the King of Phry gie, who wagCoufin to Ulyſſes, that he lew him, 
whereof the Greeks had much ſoꝛrow: and Ulyſſes ſuppoſed to 
have ſmitten Paris with his ſpear, but he ſmote-his Pozſe and 
flew him, and Paris fell to the earch, Then Troylus gabe to 
Ulyſſes a firoke, that he wounded him in the face, and made the 
blood ſpring out as the Wine runneth out of a Tun, and Ulyſſes 
hurt him again. And truly the Trojms had then fled, hav it 
not been foz the great P2vweſgof Hector, and His b2ethzen, fox 
Hector ceaſed not topur-hinſelfin the greace® p:eſs, here and 
there, andeach man chat knewhim made him way. 

When he ſaw thac his people could not endure the great 
frength of the Greeks ,, he withd:ew them, and told them 
what injuries the Greeks had done them, and what they will do 
if. they come to their conqueſt, and them abmonithe thenr to do 
well, and after bought them to a Ualtey on the right ne, to 
aſſaib their enemies. Thore was a great flanghter of the Greeks: 
there was King Thoas aſſailed the baſtard Bethzen of He- 
Cor, to revenge the death of Caſlibel:nus their Bzother that he 
had flain : they beat him down off his Bozfe, and raiſed off his 
Þelm from his heavy; and had flain him, if the Duke of Athens 
had not come on, that chꝛuſt in among them, and gave a ftrote 
to one of the Baſtards of :. vintilinus, that he kell to che ground 
ſaze hurt: and Paris ſmote the Bike with an Arrow on the ſive, 
and gave him a great wound: but the Dune ſec not thereby, 
but maugre them all, he delivered King Thoas from their hands. 
Chen Hector endeavoured to put the Greeks imto flight, but 
the King Humerus ſhot an Arrow unto Hector, and hurt him 
in the face, and Hector ran upon him with ſo great ire, tha t he 
{mote him upon the head, and clett it unto the teerh, chat he fell 
down dead. Then

Then with blowing of an horn tame moze than ſeven thott- 
ſaad G 50 to affail Rectot that defended him againſt them 
marvellouſly. After this, he went a little off to his Father, 
and cook thzee thouſand Anights and bꝛought them to the bat- 
tel, and then made a very great laughter of che G-eeks. 
Ajax and Hector fought each with other, Menelaus flew at 
this jopning an Admiral of Troy. Celedonus flew Moles of 
Oreb, the Nephew of King Thoas, Maudon ſmoteout an eye 
of King Sedoneus. Sadeilus flew an Admiral of the Greeks ; 
Thelamon beat Margareton and ſoze wounded him. Famuel 
beat King Prothenor to the earth. The King of Gaul juftey 
again Meneſteus, but Meneſt. us hurt him on the noſe with his 
Swozd. Then Dianor ſeeing his Bꝛother hurt, addꝛeſſed him 
to Meneſteus, and (mote him down to the earth: then fell upon 
him the thꝛee bzethzen, that would have lain oz taken him, but 
he defended Himſelf valiancly, and anon he was ſuccoured by 
King Theuter. But Hector alailed them both, and without 
fatl they had not eſcaped, had not Ajax the valiant night come 
to the reſcue, with a thouland Knights that he hadin his tom 
pany. Then came on the King of Perſe with five thouſany 
Knights that Paris led: and ſo did all the other Trojans , and 
made the Greeks go back by fozce; - Dares wꝛiteth in his Book, 
how that Hector flew a thouſand Knights in this aſſault. 
Among all ocher things, Hector encountred King Menon 
befoꝛe a Tent,. and ſaid to him - Ha, evil craitoz, that thou let 
tedeſt me to take the Arms of Patroclus: and ſmote Himra ſtroke 
that he fell to the ground. After Hector alighted down, and 

ſmote off his head, and would have taken his arms from him, 
but Meneſteus letted him and ſmote upon Hector overthwart 
by ſuch fozce that he gave him a wound, and went his wav with⸗ 
put mo2e tarrying, doubting the fury of Hector. Then Hect er 
went out of the thzong. and bound up his wound, that it bled no 
moze, and went in again into the pzeſs,and flew many Greeks, | 
Darts ſaith, that after he had bound up his wound, he flew the 
{ame day athouland Knights, and there wag none had courage 
£9 avenge oꝛ defend Himſclf, but he put them all to flighs, and 


the Trojans entred into their Tents, and took all the beſt they 
could find. | '

On this day the Trojans had vidoꝛy of the Greeks if Foztune 
had conſented ; foz they might have ſlain them all, and eſchew- 


ed great evils that after came to them. Surely it is not wil⸗ 


dom, when any man findeth his enemy in great peril, to deli⸗ 
ver him thereof ; fo2 it happeneth oftentimes that he ſhall ne- 
ver recover td have his enemy in the ſame cale, but that Foztune 
will turn her back. . | | 
Thus it happened this day to the unhappy Hector, that hay 
the better of his enemies, and might have flain them all if he 
would, fo2 thep ſought nothing but to flap. When by great 
mil- adventure, there came befoze him in an encounter Thela- 
mon Ajax, that was Son of King Thelamon, and Exione, that 
was Couſin germane of Hector and of his bꝛethꝛen, which was 
Wiſe and valiant, he addzefſed him again Hector and gave 
him a furious alſault, e Hector to him, as both valiant Knights. 
And as they were fighting, they talked together, and thereby 
Hector knew that he was his Couſin germane, Son of his 
Aunt : then Hector embzaced him in his Arms, and offered to 
him to do what he pleaſed, if he defired any ching of him, and 
pzaped him that he would come to Troy to ſee his linage of his 


mothers flde ;. but Thelamon, that intended nothing but to his 


bet advantage, ſaid, That he would not go at this time. But 
pꝛaped Hector, that if he loved Him ſo much as he ſaid, he 


would foz his ſake, at his inſtance, ceaſe the battel fo2 chat day, 


and that the Trojans ſhould leave the Greeks in peate. The 
unhappy Hector actozded unto his requeſt, and blew a han 
and made all His people to withdzaw into the City. Then had 
the Trojans begun to put fire in the ſhips of the Greeks, and had 
burnt them all, had not HeQor recalled them from thence : 
wherefoze the Troj ins were ſozry of their repeal. 

This was the cauſe wherefoze the T:0jans miſſed to Have the 
victozy, unto which they might never attain : fo; Foxtune was 
to them contrary ; and therefsze Virgil ſaith ; Non eſt miſeri- 
cordia in bello, that is to ſap, there is no mercp in battel. A 
man ought not to. be mercifitl; but cake che viaozp when he may 


get it. 
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; CHAP. XII. 
Of ihe firſt trece of two months: and of the three bittels bes 
tween them, in whic 1 Yectoz beat Achilles to the ground twice, 
and after ſlew King Pꝛothenor and cut him in two, - 
FF the mozning betimes the Trojans armed them to allail the 
Greeks ; but the Greeks went betimes to King Priamus, any 
demanded truce fo2 two months: and he agreed to them. Then 
were the dead bodies gathered, as well of the one party as of 
"the other, and ſome were buried, and ſome burnt. Achilles 
was ſo ſozrowful foꝛ the death of Patroclus, that he could in no 
wiſe be comfozted: he mads his body to be buried in a fair Se⸗ 
dulture, and ſo did they of the other: as of King Protheſilaus, 
and other Kings and Pzinces that were flain: they that were 
wounded they did cauſe ts be healed during the truce, Priamus 
the K ing did bury his Baſtard Son Caſſioelanus honvurably in 
the Temple of Venus, and ſhewed great ſozrow fo2 his death, ſo 
did all that were there. | | 

When Caſſandra heard the ſozrow that the Trojans made 
foz the death of their friends, the cryedand laid: O ungractous 
Trojans, make ſozrow foz pour ſelves, fo2 in like wiſe ſhall it 
happen to pou, as it is ta pour friends ; alas, why ſcek pe not 
peace otthe Greeks, befoꝛe thoſe cyils tone to you, and this no⸗ 
ble City be deſiroyed - alas, why vield pe not again Helen, 
that the King my Father, did tauſe ta ra vich by fozce, wherefdze 
ye ſhall all be defiroyed among all theſe things, Palamedes 
murmured at the Seigniozy of Agamemnon, ſaping, that he 
was not woꝛthy ta have ſo great dominion above all other, and 
that he himſelf was moꝛe worthy to have the Oeignidzy of the 
Yoſt, than agz»<mnon 2 and that he had not the good will and 
conſencofthe Pzinces, but only of thꝛee oꝛ four: then at that 
time there was nothing further pzoceeded. 

When the Truce failed, King 4gamemnon that had the 
charge of the Bolt, oꝛdered ear y his bactels, and.gave.che firf 
to achilles, and the ſecond to Diomeces, the third ro Menclaus, 
the fourth to Menefteus the Duke of Athens, and over all the 
other he oꝛdained good Captains. - Hector 027ered his battels 
likewiſe, and ſet in the firſt Troilus, andin all the other he ſet 


od-Captains, and made all the battels to iNue out: and he 
good Captains, th — 
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himſelk in the front bekoꝛe. When Achilles ſaw him he ran 
againft him, that they ſmste each other rs the earth; Hector re 
mounted firſt, and left Achilles lying on the earth, and (mote in 
among the other, inthe greateſt pzeſs, and hc caught no Knight 
but he flew him, oz beat him down, and went thzoughout the 
battel all made red with the blood of them that he had lain. 
When Achilles was remounted he thzuſt in among the Trojins 
and flew many: and went ſo far, that he encountred lector again: 
and he ran to him, and Hector to him, but Achilles was bozn to 
the ground: and Hector would have taken his Hoꝛzſe, but he coul 
ndt fo2 the great ſuccours that Achilles had. So ſoon as he was 
re-mounted, he aſſailed Hector with his Swoꝛd, and gave ſtrokes 
to Hector, that he had almoſt beaten him: but Hector gave ts 
him a ſtroke upon the Helm, that he overthzew him, and made 
the blood ſpꝛing out of his head. Thus was the battel moztal, 
the two Knights, if they had not been parted the one from the 
other, they had been flain : Then came Dyomedes to the battel 
and Troylus on the other five; which ſmote each other to the 
earth. But Dyomedes re⸗mounted firff, and affailed Troylus

ſoze. Hector in his ire entountred Dyomedes, and gabe him a 
ſtrake, that he beat Him to the ground, Then Troylus alighted 
to fight with Dyomedes on foot ; bus Dyomedes defended him- 
ſelf ſo valiantlp, that it is marvel, And besides them, - fought 
together Hector and Achilles. Then came to the skirmiſh all 
the Kings and Pꝛinces of Greece, and from the Trojan, came 
all the Barons that were come to aid them: There began the 
battel. King *gamemnon and King Pandolus fought toge⸗ 
ther; King Menelaus encountred Paris, and they znew each o⸗ 
ther wel, Menelaus (mote him with his Spear, that he gave 
him a wound, and ſmote him down, whereof Paris was aſhamed. 
Ulyſſes beat King Araftous, and took His Bozſe that was torp 
good, and ſent it to his Tent. Pollimetes afailed Huppon the 
ancient, and flew him. Neoptolemus and Ring Archilogus 
fought together. Polidamas beat Palamedes and weinded him 
very ſoze, and after mocked him by repꝛoach. King Selene 
and King Garras encountred together, and Garras was ſoꝛe 
beaten ſand wounded , Philomenus beat Anthenor , Philotegs 
and King Remus fought together, King Theſeus and Ring Eu- 
rialus fought together, and both were ſoꝛe hurt. And the Ba. 
ftards of King Priamus flew many Greeks, and hurt many 
Kings. King Thelamon and King Serpedon juſted one againſt 
the other, that they fell both ſoze hurt, and aſfonied of 
the anguiſh they had. Bing Thos add Achilles that were 
Couſins, aſailed Hector, andgave him many (frokes, and dzew 
off his helm from his head, ans hurt him in many places, Hector 
gave him a ſtroke wich his Swoꝛd that he cut off half his noſe, 
To the reſcue of He&o: came his baftard Bꝛethzen, that flew 
many Greeks and took King Thoas, and wounded King Agas 
memnon, that he was boꝛn to his Tent as dead, and King Tho- 
as was led pꝛiſoner to Troy. Menelaus endeaboured to grieve 
Paris, and Paris ſhot to him an Arrow envenomed, and wounded 
him, that he was bozn- into his Tent: as ſoon as Menelaus 
had bound up his wong, he came again to the battel to affail 
Paris, and he found Him, andalſailed him, but Ene:s put Himſelf 
D 2 between 
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between them both, fozaſmuch as Paris wag unarmed, and not 
able to pꝛebent him: and ſo Eneas led him into the City, to 
the end that Menelaus ſhould not flap him. Then Hector aſ⸗- 
ſailed Menelaus, and weened to have taken him: but there came 
to the reſcue great plenty of Chibalry of the Greeks, wherefo:e 
Hector could not come to his intent, then he thꝛuſt in, and ſmote 
among the other, with help of his folk, that the Grecks fled, 
Anvihen.night coming on made the battel ceaſe. 


CHAP. XIV. 
How Priamus would have had King Thoas hanged, and how 
they fought the fifth battel, in which Pector ſlew three Kings, 
and how Ppomedes llew the Sagittary. | 


the mozning King Priamus would not fight that dap, 
1 but ſent fo2 his council, to wit, Hector, Paris, Troylus, and 
Deiphotus, Eneas, Anthenor and Polidamas, and ſaid unto 
them: Pe know we hold Pꝛiſoner King Thoas, without any evil 
we have deſerved, he is come ts deſtrop us: and therefoze 3 
think good, that we make him dye an evil death. Mhat ſay 
pe thereto- Ma fir,. ſaid Xneas, the Gods fozbid that pour no- 
bles ſhould do ſuch a villany, ſince it is ſo that King Thoas is 
ane ofthe moſt noble Kings of Greece, fo it might happen that 
the Greeks might take one of ours, to whom they might do the 
luke, whereof pe might take the greateſt grief in the wozld. At 
is better as I think, that pe keep ſafe King Thoas, without do- 
ing him hurt, that if by foztune one of ours forcre taken, we 
might make an exchange, and take one foꝛ the other. This coun- 
ſel ſeemed good aud pleaſing to Hector, but King Priamus ſaid, 
At pe do this, it all ſeem to the Greeks that we doubt them, 

and that we dare not put their folk to death: notwithſtanding 
J will da by your counſel, This council finiſhed, Xneas took 
Troilus and Anthenor, and went to ſce Helen, whom they 

found in a great Mall at Illeon, with the Queen Hecuba, and 
many other noble Ladies, where ſhe made great ſozrow, and 
they ſuppoſed to have comfozted her, ſo did Queen Hecuba, that 
ſaid ſhe ſhould take na ſozrow, foz they of the City would well 
fend them. | | | 

Among theſe things the Greeks complained of the death of 
their 


their friends that the Trojans flew, and held themſelves very 
Childzen that they had put themſelves in ſuch danger, where- 


from they had well paſſed, if they had had good counſe! ; pet it - 


happened that ſame night, there came ſo great a wind and rain, 


that their Tents were all turned upſide down, and it ſeemed. 


that the wozid ſhould have ended by the great ſtoꝛm, whercof 
their ſozrow was doubled. When it came to the moꝛning that 
the Tempeſt was paſſed, they armed themſelves thꝛoughout the 
Poſt, and went againft the Trojans, that then were ifZued to 
battel. Achilles addzeſſed Himſelf firſt to Huppon, that was as. 
great as a Gpant, and was King of Lariſſa, and \mste him with 
a Spear in the bzeaſt, that he killed him, and bare him to the 
earth. Hector flew in his company, King Anthoneus, Dio- 
medes flew King Antipus. Then King Epiſtropus, and King 
' Cedus aſſailed Hector, and Ep. ſtropus juſted againſt Hector, 
and bake his Spear upon him, and ſaid to Him many villainous 
woꝛds, whereat Hector was wonderful angry and in his erceeds- 
ing great ire gave him ſuch a ſtroke that he flew him, and after⸗ 
ward ſaid, that he ſhould goe ſap his villainous wozds to them 
that were dead, ſuch as he was wont to ſay to the living. Then 
was Cedus paſſing ſoꝛrowful foz the death of his bzother, and 
admoniſhed a thouſand Knights toflap Hector and they aſſailed: 
him, and beat him ofk his Hozſe, and crying to King Cedus, to 
lay him: when Hector perceived that, he gave him a ſtroke and 
cut off his Arm, where with he fell down, then Hector flew him, 
Eneas flew in this Skirmiſh King Amphymacus. Then went 
together the moft puiſlant of the Greeks, and aſtailed the Tro⸗ 
jans and flew many, and they went wich ſo great fozce, that 
they put the Troians ina chaſe, in which Achilles flew King 
Philes, whereof Hector had great ſozrow, and in his ire flew 
King Dalpine, and King Doreuszthus by the puiſſante of Hector, 
the Trojans recovered the field and lew many Greeks, 
Then-iCued out of Troy King Epiſtropus, with thzee thous 
ſand - Knights, and they bzake ranks and thzuſt among the 
Greeks that recoyled in their coming, he bzought with him a 
Szgiccary, that befoze is made mention of: This Sagittary was: 
not armed; but he bare a ſtrong Bow anda-Quiver full of Ar⸗ 
rows, and Goc ſtrongly. When the Knights ofthe Greeks ſaw 
this marvellous beaſt, they had no deffre-to go fo:th, and they 
that: 
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that wete befoze began to withdꝛaw. Among thele things, 
Hector flew Polixenes, the noble Puke that fought ſoꝛe agatn(t 
him, foz by the ſtrength of the Trojans, and the Hozrour of the 
Dagittary, the Greeks were dziven back to their Tents. It 
happened that D; omedes befoze one of the Tents, was afail- 
ed of the Sagittaty, and had this beaſt befoze him, and the Tro⸗ 
3ans on his back, la that it behoved him there to ſhew his puiſ⸗ 
ſance. The Sagittary ſhot an Arrow to him, and L yomedes not 
well afſured, advanced nigh unto him, and gave him a ſkroke 
with his Swozd not armed, that he flew him, at that time it 
was paſt mid day, then the Greeks recovered the field, and made 
the Trojans flee, Then encouncred Hector and Achilles, and 
with fozce of their Spears they fought, and fell both to the 
earth: And as Achilles was firſt re-mounted he ſuppoſed to 
have led a way Galathee, the good Pozte of Hector: but Hector 
trped to his folk, that they ſhould not ſuffer him. Then they 
ran upon Achilles, and recovered Galathee, and rendzed him 
again to Hector, that was very glad of him. At this skirmich 
was Anthenor tab en and ſent to their Tents, notwithſtanding, 
that Polidamas his Son did marvels of Arms to reſcus him, but 
he could not: thus they foligh: to great damage of both parties, 
until che night parted them. | |

Fow King Priamus went to be revenged on the Greeks for the 
death of his Son Pedor: and of the Proweſſes he did: and 
ofthe Anniverſary of Pector, in which Achilles was ſurpriſed 
with the love of Polixena, the Daughter of King Pꝛiamug, in 

.ch wiſe that he might endure no reſt, | 


WW Pn the two months Truce were paff, King Priamus 
; deſfring to revenge the death of his Son Hector, oꝛdain⸗ 
ed with his own perſon his Battels : and ſct in each battel gocd 
Conducters, and he himſelf led with him five and twenty thou- 
fand good Knights. Dares ſaith, their iſſued out of Troy that 
dap, an hundzed and fifty thouſand men. Deiphobus was the 
fozemoſt, and then Paris, and after him came King Priamus, 
Troylus, Eneas, Menon and Polidamas , and they marched . 
upon the Greeks, Palzmedes made ready his battalions. Then 
began the battel furious and moztal. King Priamus ſmote 
down Palamedes in his coming, and after (mote the Greeks, and 
flew many of them, and performed (ſuch deeds of arms that dap, 
that it is almoſt incredible, a man ſo ancicnt and far in years 
as he was, could do chat which he did. King Sarpedon of 
Troy, afailedKing Neoptole us, who was a ſtrong Knight, 
and King Sarpedon was born to the earth, who defended him 
valiantly , and gave a ſtroke unto Bing Neoptolemus, that 
made à wound in his thigh. Then came King Perſe 


that remounted again King Sa pedon with the aid of his men, 
Is Menelaus 
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Menelaus and the Duke of Achens, alſailev the Aing ok Perfe, 
and encisſed bim and his people amongit them, and flew the 

King of Perſe, and made che Trojim retepl: there did king 
Sarpedon wondꝛous matters of Arms. „ 

King Friamus and his Baſtard Hons, that then followed him 
ceaſed not to Lay che Grecks: and there was none that day, 
that did lo much in arms as Kiug Priamus, o His foztow and 
anger, made his strength eo eatreaſe. The Greeks adviſed to 
take the way, which the Trojans ſhould return into the City, 
and they went thither in great number. And when the Trojans 
recoyled to go to that place, they found themſelves: in the mid. 
dle of their enemies. Then began a mozcal battel, there came 
npon them King Priamus, with a great number by a Wing : 
and Paris came tcroſling them wich great plenty of Fighters, 
he had great flozeof Archers that lew many of the Gfeeks ; 
and they did ſo well beſtir them, that the Grecks were dziben 
to recopl to their Tents. Then the Trojans re-entren their 
City, andRing Priamus ſuſtained the woztt df this battel. He 
ſent to the Greeks, to demand Trute, and they accozded to him. 
But we find not how long this Truce endured, 

Among theſe things, King Priamus did tauſe to be cartied ky 
land the body of the Ring ok Perſe to be buried in his Country. 
Chen was the weeping great in Troy, and efpecially of Paris, 
who loved him exceedingly: Row during this Truce the Anni ⸗ 
 verfarp of. Hector appzoached, when men ſhould moure fifcen 
daps in great (02row, and-after ould hallow ce great Feaſt of 
the Funeral, as chen it was the cuſtom fo: Kings aud Þtinces, 
Then during the Truce, the Greeks went and came into the 
Citp ſafely : fo did che Trojans into the Cents of the Greeks ; 
Then Achilles defired to go to Troy, ts ſee the City, and the 
Feat of the Anniverſary of Hector, whom he had flain, and he 
went unarmed to the Temple of. Apollo, where was the Se⸗ 
pulture of Hector, he found there great plenty of noble men 
and women, that made great ſozrow befoze the Sepulture: and 
Hector a man might ſee on all-fides whole, in lite manner as he 
was living, by vertue ofthe balm. There was Queen Hecuba 
and Polizena Her Daughter, that was paſſing fair, with a griat 
tampanp of -Nvble Ladies, with their hair diſperſed and har ge. 
ing about. their > gulvers, making great lamentation, N ets 

| , OUXENSA, 
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Poiixena made great ſozrow, pet it diminiched not her beau - 


tp, but ſhe ſeemed ſo fair in all parts, that Nature never fozmed 
When Achilles had viewed Polixena, he ſaid in himſelf, he 
had never ſeen \s comelp and fair a woman, noz better foʒzmed: 
and ſaid ſhe was one of the nobleſt women in the wozld. Then 
was Achilles ſhot with the Dart of love, that ſtroke him ts ths 
heart, that the maze he beheld her, the moze he deſired her; 
And was fs beſottedon her, that he thought on na other thing, 
butabove in the Temple, as long as the Queen was there: 
and when che went out, he conveyed his eye after her, as far as 
he might: but this was the beginning of his misfoztune. Ak- 
terwards Achiltes returnedunto his Tent, and when he was 
laid tofleep, there came many things in his mind, he knew 
then the danger that. Palixena. had put Him in, and thought in 
himfelf, that the ſtrongeſt men in the wozld had ns power to 
vanquich him, pet the ſight of a fair Uirgin had overcome him: 
he thelighe, that there wag no edit im in the woꝛld might heal 
ham (ave the. 4 
Then he ſaid: Pyentreaties, ffrength, and riches, cannot 
mobe her to Have pityon me: what hard foztune hach put me 
in this danger, to love her that hateth me, awd by right good 
caufe - foꝛ J am come hither ts ſtay her Kkindzed, and have lates 
ly ſtain her noble Bꝛother Hector? Surelpy I ſes no remedy, 
ſince ſhe is the nobleſt Lady in the woꝛld. Then he returned him 


to the wall and wept, and bethaug ht hunſelt how he might ob- 
tain the love of Polixena: in theſs meditattons he ſpent the mot 


part of the night. 


x CH AP. XX, 

How Achilles ſent a fecret Meſſenger to Beetnba Queen of 

Troy, to requeft her Daughner Potixena, andthe anſwer 2 

how for the love of her, Athilles aſſembled the Hoſt of the 

Greeks, and cauſed them to depart, and make peace with the 
Trojans, 


He night following, ag Achilles was laid on his bed, he 
1 thought that he would ſend his Þeſſenger betimes un o 
Queen Heeuba, to know if r find that favour, that ce 
2 would 
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would beffow her Daughter Polixena on him foz His Wife, and 
he would do ſo much foz her, that he would make the Greeks tg 
_ * raiſetheir Siege, and go again into their own Country, that 
peace ſhould be made between them. What he thought in the 
night, he put in execution, and ſent a Pellenger unto the Queen 
to require her Daughter, and he related to her all that his 
Lozd commanded him. Mhen the Queen underſtood the Pel⸗ 
ſenger, the anſwered him dilcreetly: and although the hated 24 - 
chilles moꝛe than any man in the wozld, pet ſhe ſaid ; Friend, 
as much as in me is, J am ready to perfozm what your maſter 
requireth :- but tertiſie him, that J cannot do this of my ſelf, but 
F will fpeak co mp Þugband, and my Son Paris, if pvu return 
Hither thzee days hence, J will fulp reſolve you. 
Mhen the meſſenger heard the Queens anſwer, he returned 
to his Loꝛd, and told him all that he had heard: Then Queen 
Hecuba went to King Priamus her Þuzband,. and told him in 
the hearing of Paris, what Achilles had ſafd: then the King 
hanged down his head, and was a long time, not ſaying a woꝛd, 
after he laid: It is (I think ) a hard thing, to receive into true 
friendſhip, him that hath done us ſs many injuries, that hath 
taken a wap the light of mine epes, in ſlaying my dear Son 
Hector, aod therein given hope to the Greeks to obtain the 
victoꝛy: Pettoeſchewfurcher perils, to the end my other Sons 
loſe not their libes,and that J map reſt in mine old dapes, J con- 
ſent with pou that he have what he requireth - alway fozeſeen, 
that he do what he hath pꝛomiſed without any deception. Paris 
agreed to this readily, foꝛaſmuch as in the pꝛemiſes of 2 chilles 
was nothing ſpoken of Queen Hel. n. 8 7 | 
The third day after, Achilles ſent his Pelſenger again to the 
Nucen, and as he was come befoꝛe her, ſhe ſaid to him: J have 
ſpoken to my Busband, and my Son Paris, and told them the 
Nequeſt, and Pꝛomiſe ok pour Lozd: and they are content 
that this his regueſt be agreed unto: ſo that he fir. perfozm 
what he hath pzomiſed - ſo thou maveſt ſay unts him, that he 
map obtain his defire, if he conduc wiſely this thing, as much 
as in him lyeth. The Peſſenger took leave of the Queen, and 
came to his Paſter, and related all that the Queen had ſaid to 
him, Then began Achilles, to think how he ſhould perfozm 
whac he hach p:omiled to ing Prizmus, being aifficult, becauſe 
b ̃ = 4 
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tt was not all in his power, But it is a vice pꝛoper to fooliſh 
Lovers, to pꝛomiſe things that are hard to bzing about. And 
Achilles flattered himſelf, that foz his ndt giving aid ts the 
Geeks, he would make them to leave their Siege. Then. A- 
chilles by the counſelof Palamedes, aſſembled all the Kings and 
Noblemen of the Hoſt in Parliament, and ſaid as followeth. 
My kriends, that be here aſſembled, to bzing this Mar to 
an end, think pe on rour ſelves, how by great rachnels and 
kolly, to recover the wife of King Menelaus, we. have left our 
Countrys and Lands, our Wives and Childzen, and are come 
into a ſlrange Land, where we habe miſ-ſpended our pꝛecious 
hours fooliſhly, and put our bodies in danger of death, to great 
that inſinite labours: and ſince we came hither there are many 
Kings and Pꝛintes dead, and J my ſelf have ched much blood, 
that ncber ſhould have kappened if we had not begun this folly. 
Helen is not of ſo great pzice, that ſo many Noble men ſhould 
dye foz her: there are enow in the woꝛld both as noble, and fair 
as ſhe is, of whom Menelaus might have one oz two, if he wou'd. 
And ic is not a light thing ts overcome the Trcjans, fo2 they 
have a ſtrong City, well furniſhed with gosd Fighters, both of 
Moꝛſe and foot, and it ought to ſuffice us that we have flain-He- 
&or, and many other of their Nobles, wherefoze we might now 
return with great hanour . and chough we leave Helen, have we 
not Exione, to iohom Helen map not compare in nobleneſs - | 
Then roſe the Duke of Athens, and King Thoas, and cons 
traried ſtrongly the words of Achilles: ſodid all the other: And 
laid, that he ſpake neither reaſon, noꝛ well. Wrhereat Achilles 
had great ſozrow, and tommanded his Mermidons, they thou'd 
not arm themſelves any moze again ſt the Trojans and that they 
ould give neither aid no2 counſel to the Greeks. Amonglt 
theſe things, Uictuals began to fail and they had great famine. 
Then Palamedes aſſembled all the Pobles of the Hoſt to coun- 
ſel, and by their advice King Agamemnon was ſcent unts the 
Cityof Meſſe, to Bing Telephus, that laded his Ships with 
bictuals, and came ſafely again into the Vof of the Greeks, 
where he was received with great joy. Among theſe. things, 
Palamedes tauſed their ſhipping to be repaired, and ready if then 
had need. 47 
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Of-rthe-death of Deiphobus, che Son of Priamus, and kom Paris 
flew Palamedes : and the Tro fans chaſed the Greeks into their 
Tents, and ſet fire on their Ships: and bow Achilles would 
not go to battel, for the love of Polixena. 


Wb. the Zzute was pat, they began to fight as befoꝛe. 
Dieiphobus in his coming alailed N. Creſſus of Greece, 
and they juſted together: but Deiphobus beat King Creſſus 
dead to the ground, whereat the Sreeks were put to flight. 
Then Palamedes and Dy omedes came with five and twenty 
thouſand men, that resten the Trojans ; with them was King 

elamon-Ajax, that addzeffed him again Eufronius, one of 
the Baſtards of King Prizmus, and (mote him dead to the 
ground, in the ſeght of Deiphobus, who in a great rage ran upon 
Thelamon, and wounded him. When Palamedes ſaw this, hs 
took a Spear, and ran at Deiphobus, and ſmote him in the bzeaft, 
that the Spear entred into his body, and bꝛeaking, abode in the 
body of Deipbobuz. When Paris ſaw his bꝛother wounded to 
death, he led him to the Gate of the. City, and appointed his 
men to keep him. Ax Deiphobus opened His eyes, and ſaw his 
Wzother Paris, he ſaid: Bꝛother let me not fall without re- 
venging my death ere this Trunc heon be taken out of my bodp, 
that thou wilt revenge me on him that hach flain me. Pa- 
ris pꝛomiſed him ts do his beſt: and returning into the Battel, 
fatd in himſelf, that he deſtred to live no longer, but tin he had 
revenged the death of his Bꝛother: and ſeeking Palamedes, he 
found him in a battel with King Sarpedon, and palamedes de- 
fendcd Himfetf vatiantly, and gave ſo great aſroke to Ring Sar- 

pedon, that he cut off his ſhoulder from his body, then King 

Sarpedon fell dotun dead. ö 
Par es ſeeing the great damage that Palamedes did ta them, 
how with his pꝛoweſs he had put the Trojans to flight, he bent 
a ſtrong Bow, and aiming well at Palamedes ſhot to him an 
inbenomed Arrow, and ſmote him in the thyoat, and cut in two 
the maſfer vein, and Palamedes fell dead to the earth foz 
whoſe death the Greeks made great ſoꝛrow, and left battel, 
and went unto their Tents, there held a parlep againſt the Tro⸗ 
jins, 
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3ans, and defendedthem ffrongly,- Then deſcended: the Trojms 
- Afoot, and entred their Tents, and took all that they found: 
Then Paris and Troylus went by a ſide way unto the Poze and 
fired cheir Ships. To the reſtue of the Ships came King The- 
lamen, with a great company, and began the battel ſo Hozriblp, 
that there was yreat laughter on both ſives; verüp the Ships 
had been all burnt, had it not been fo2 the pꝛoweſs of the Bing 
Thelamon, that did marvets with his body, and foꝛ all his rc⸗ 
lifance, there were moze then five hundzed ſhips burnt, There 
was great flatighter of the Greeks, many wers ſoze hurt. There 
was Ebes the won of the King of Thrace, hurt with a Spear, 
and the Truncheon remained in his body, and in chat manner 
he went to the Tent of Achilles, where he reſted him that dap, 
and retuſedts go to the battel, fo2 the dave he had to Polixens.. 
Ebes repeoached Achilles greatly, becaule he ſuffered the people 
of his Country to be de{roped, ſaying, chat he might have help- 
ed them if he would: And as foon as he hadfiniſhed thele wazds,. 
one 600k the Truncheon out ot his body, and he dyed- pzefondly.. 
Alter came from the battel one of the Servants of. Achilles, 
and Achilles demanded of him the tydings ol the Poſt. O lir ſaid 
he, it is this day miſhapened to our fol, foꝛ the great multitude 
of Tro jons that are come upon them and they have flain all that 
they met wich, and J think there is not one Trojan left at home, 
but every man is come to the batcel, ik it pleaſe you, now whiles 
the Trojans be Weary, to come tothe battel, pe ſhall gain a per- 
petual memoꝛp. Foz by pour pzoweſs you ſhall in little ſpace 
Dau quich all, and they thall not dare to defend themſelves a- 
gainſt pou that are ſo wearp. But Achilles would neither foz 
che woꝛds of his UMarlet, noz the death of Ebes change his pur 
poſe, fo2 the great love he had to Polixenz. 1 
During theſe things, the battel was cruel, and endured unto 
night, to the great damage ot the Greeks, and the night parted: 
them; pet Deiphobus was not dead, but dzew toward his end: 
when Paris and Troylus ſaw him in that grief, they began to 
make great lamentations, And then Deiphobus opened a little 
hin eyes, and demanded ok Paris with a feebls voice, if He were 
dead that had ſlain him - Paris anſwerey pes. Then Deiphobus 
did cauſe to dꝛaw out the head of the ſpear, and dyed. Where- 
koze che Trojans made great (ozrow,. It is needleſs to L... 
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long talk of the loro that King Prismus his Father made, 


- N02 his Wife, and his Siſter: alſo fo2 the death of King Sar⸗ 
pedon Df the other party, the Grecks made great ſozrow foz 


the death of Palamedes, and buried his body wozſhipfully, And 
as they that might not belong without a Governour, by the 
grave counſelof Duke N ftor and others, Agamemnon wag 


ſet again in his dignity as he was befoze. ' 


Carly the next 'mozning, the Trojans iſſued out in good oz⸗ 
der, and the Greeks came aga inſt them. Then began the bat. 
tel to be moꝛtal, there was a great laughter on both ſides : but 
it rained ſo that day, that the Greeks withdꝛew them to their 


Tents, and the Trojans followed them: but the rain was fa 


great, that they left the battel, and returned ts the City. The 
next day they began to fight, and flew that day many Barons 


. of the Greeks, and fought till evening: ſo they continued ſeven 


days where was great ſlaughter on both ſides, fozaſmuch as the 
Greeks could not ſuffer-the ſtench ok the dead bodies, they de⸗ 
manded truce fo2 two months, which was granted byK,"riamys. 
Daring this trute, A. A gamemnmon ſent Duke Neſtor, Ulyſ- 
ſes, and Diomedes to [peak to Achilles to requeſt him ts come 
to the Yoſt, and defend them againſt the Trojins, Mhen they 
were come, he received them with great joy. And then U'yſſes 
ſaid unts him: Sir Achilles, was it not by pour agreement and 
alſo ours, that this Halt left their Country - And now pe are 
come upon King Priamus, and Have deſtroped him and his, by 
fo:ceof Arms - From whence cometh this flackneſs,. after fo 
many hurts we have received by the Trojans, that have flain ſo 
manykings andPrinces.robbed ourTents,and burnt our ſhips, 
and we are now in hope to have vanquiſhed them, after pou by 
pour valoyr had ſlain Hector that was the true defender of the 
Trojans : allo that now D. iphobus is dead the Trojans are put 
under foot, have now you gotten by pour baloz a wozthyrenown?

On the mozrow by the com- 
mandment of King P. amus, all the 1 rojans were aſſembled at 
hisPÞalace;then ſpake Ulyſſes, fapiug unto them, that the Greek 
demanded two things, to wit, reftitution of the damages, alſs 
they required that Ampbimacus houldbe baniſhed foz ever out 
of Troy, ( this purchaſed Anthenor fo: Ampbimacus, fezaſ- 
much as he had contraried him befoze.) O how great peril ig it 
10 foeak lightly in time of perturbation and ſedition - 
As thep were affembled in Parliament they Heard - 
; | | - beclloug 
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bellous cry : at that Dyamedes any Wyſſes were in great fear, 
that the people would habe ſlain them: then the other ſaid they 
would take theſe two Kings in the 'ffead of 4mphimacus, to 
the intent, that he ſhould not be banſHed,pet there could no man 
know from whence this noiſe came, therefoze they departed 
every man to his plate. | | | | 
Anthenor dem apart Dyomedes and Ul yſles to ſpeak of their 
evil pꝛattites. Then ſaid Ulyſſes, why tarrieſt thou lo long, and 
delayeſt to do that thou haſt pzomiſed ? Anthenor anſwered, the 


Gods do know that Æneas and J intend no other thing, but to do 


what we have pꝛomiſed to pou, but there is a thing that hindzeth 
us, and J will tell you what it is; Certainly when the King 
founded firſt the Palace of Illion in this City, he eſtabliſhed in 
the name of Pallas a great Temple, and when it was all made 
ready, ſaving the Tower, a marvellous thing deſcended from the 
Yeavens, and ffuck in the wall ofthe Temple within the great 
Altar, and it hath been there until this time, and none may bear 
it a wap, ſave they that keep it: the matter is of tree 02 of wood, 
dirt: chere is no man knoweth of what wood, noꝛ how it is made: 
but the Goddeſs Pallas, that ſent it thither, and gave to this 
thing a great vertue, that is, that as long as this thing ſhall 
be within the Temple, the Trojans cannot loſe their City, King 
noꝛ Ytirs, and this is the thing that holdeth the Trojans in ſe- 
curity, And this thing hath to name Palladium, fozaſmuch as 
the Goddeſs Pallas hath ſent it. Then ſaid Dyomedes, if this 
thing be of ſuch vertue as thou ſpeateft, we do but loſe our labour. 
Then ſaid Antbenor, J have but late ſpo' en to the Pꝛieſt 
that keepeth it, to the end that He may deliver it by ſtealth - and. 
I have ſure truff chat he will deliver it me oz agreat ſumm 
of gold that J have pzomiſed him: as ſoon as J have it, 1 will 
ſend it out of the City to you and then we ſhall perfozm that 
which we have p2omiſed ; and ere you go hence, foz to cover our 


wozk, 4 will go unto King Priamus, and will tell him, that J 


have ſpoke long to you, to know what quantity of gold you de⸗ 
mand: and it was ſo effected ag Anthenor had determined. 
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How the Traitor Anthenoz bought of the Prieſt the Palladium, 
and gave it to Ulyffes : and of the Horſe of Braſs, that was by 
the Greeks brovgtn to the Temple of Paſtas being full of men 
of arms: and how the City of Troy was taken and burn, and 
the King Pztamus ſluin, & e. 
Www Hen Dyomedes and Ulyſſes were returned into their hott, 
Anthenor went unto ing Priamus, and ſaid, that he 
chould aſſemble His folk to councel: fo2 to come to their peace 
with the Greeks, they mult needs pap twenty thouſand marks of 
gold, and that in good weight, and as much in ul ver, allo an hun⸗ 
dzed thouſand quarters of wheat ; and this muſt be made ready 
within a certain time, then they will give ſurety to hold the 
peace without any fraud oz fubtilty, | 
Then it was oꝛdained how this ſum ſhould be levied + and 
whiles they were buſte thereaboucs, . Antlienor went unto the 
Pꝛieſt that kept the Palladium, whoſe name was Thoant, and 
bare to Him a great quantity of gold, there were they at council; 
Anthenor ſaty to him, that he ſhould take this ſum of gold, 
where wich he ſhoulo be rich all His life, and chat he Gould give 
to him the Palla ium, and that no man ſhould know thereof ; foz 
I have (ſaid he) as much dzead as thou, that auy man ſhould 
know thereof. And J will ſend it to Ul yſſes, and he ſhall bear the 
blame upon him, and every man ſhall (ap, that Ulyſſes hath ſtoln 
it, and weſhall be both quit thereof. 1 
Thoant the Dꝛieſt reſtſted ſtrongiy the words af Anthenor ; 
but foz covetouineſs of the great ſum of gold, he conkented 
he ſhonld take the Palladium and bear it away. Then Anthe- 
nor £00k it, andfent it to Ulyſſes the ſame night, and after the 
voice ran among the people, that Ulyſſes by his ſubtilty had ſtoin 
awap the Palladium out of Troy. O what treaſon was this of 
a Pꝛieſt⸗ that loved better to betrap his City, than leave the 
gold that was given him - ſurely it is a foul vice in a Pꝛieſt the 
fin of cobetouſneſs - but few have been befo2e this time, and feto 
are pet, but they be attainted therewith, whereof it is great 
pity ſince that avarice is the mother of all vices. 
M hilſt the Trojans gathered together their gold and filter 
and bought it into the Temple of Minerva, to keep until the 
time that it was all colleced, it pleaſed them to offer Sacrifice 


unto 
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wits their God Apollo: and when they had flatn many Beats 
fo2 their folemn SarrMce, and put them upon the Altar, ano ſec 

fire unts them fo} to butn them, it happened there came two an⸗ 
expected marvels | 

The firf$ wan, that che fire would not bafn, koz they began to 
make their Are more than ten times, and alwaps it quenched. 

The ſecond marvel was, when they hav appointed the en⸗ 
trals of the Beatks fo) their ſattifice, à great Gagle deltenved 
from the air crying greatly; and tosk wich hes clawes the en- 
eats, and bare them into the chips of the Gretks. 

Ol thele two things were the Trojans trdudled, and rad that 
the Gods were angry wich them. Thea demanded they of Calo 
ſandra, what theſe things lignified - Dhe ſais that the God A- 
pollo was with them, fo) the eckullon of the blood of A- 
chilles whecewithal His Temple was defiled and violated ; and 
pe muff go fetch fire at the iture ot Achilles, and light pour 
Sacrifice therewich, then it will quench no moꝛe and they dib 
ſo, and the Sacrifice burnt clear: Foz the ſetond mitacle, te 
ſaid, foz certain, treaſon was made of the City with the Greeks; 
When the Greeks hears of theſe mitacles, they demanded of 
Chalcas what it might fignifie ? he made anſwer,That che City 
would ſhozely be pielded up. | 

Amongſt thefethings, Chalcas and Criſis the Pꝛieſt counſel- 
led the Greeks that they ſrould make a Hozſe of Bꝛaſs ſo great, 
as might hold within it a chouſand Knights $ and they ſaid un- 
to them, thar it was the pleaſure of the Gods, This Hozle was 
made by one whoſe name was Sinon, and he made it ſubtilelp, 

that no man could perceive any entry 02 Iſſue, but within it was 

eafie foz them that were encloſed ts iſſue out when they would, 
When the great Mozſe was fully made, and the thouſand 

Knights therein by the counſel of Crifts they pzayed King Pri- 

amus he would ſuffer this hozſe to enter into the City, that it 

might be ſet in the Temple of Pallas fozaſmuch as that they 
had made it in the honour of Pallas, fo; a vow that they made 
foz rettitutton of the Palladium, which thep had cauſed to be ta- 
ken out of che lame Temple. | 

Among theſe things theP2inces within Tro) when they ſaw 
that the Ring had ſo ſhame fully treated with the Greels, they 


went away out of Troy, and took their men with them, and King 
B23 Fhilomenus ' 
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Philomenus led no moze but two hundzed and fifty men, and 
thzeeſcoze Paidens ef Amazons, that were left of a thouſand 
that came thither with the Queen Pentbeſilea, and carricd the bo⸗ 
dy of her with them, and traveled to their own country. 

Then came the day that the Greeks ſhould ſwear their peace 
feignedly upon the plain field upon the Sanguaries. King Pri 
amus iſſued out of the City and his people, and ſware eech party 
to hold the peace firmly from thencefozth : and Dyomedes ſwoze 
firſt ts the Greeks ; after, when they had bꝛoken the peace they 
Had treated with Amhenor of that thing, they conclude? afcer, 
therefoze they maintained they were not koꝛlwoꝛn by that co- 
lour, as the p:overb ſaith, He that ſweareth by deceit, by malice 
foꝛſweareth himſelf, After that Dyomedes ſware like wiſe all 
the Kings and Pꝛintes of Ireece ; then King. Priamus and the 
T1 0jans ſwoze in good faith, as they that knew nothing of the 
treaſon : after their gaths thus made, King Prciamus delivered 
Helen to. Menelaus her Yugband, and pꝛaped him and other 
Aings and Pꝛinces of Greece, that they would do her no harm, 
but pardon her, and they pꝛomiſed him feignedly they would. 

Then pꝛayedthe Greeks, that they might (et the Hoꝛſe of bꝛaſs 
within the Temple of Pallas, foz reſtitution of the Palladium, 
that the Goddeſs of Pallas might be to them friendly, in their re⸗ 
turn. Andas the King Priamus anſwered not thereto, Aneas and 
Anthenor ſaid to him, it ſhould be well done, and that it ſhould be 
an honour to the City, VDowbeit King Priamus accozded it with 
evil will, Then the Grecks received the gold and ſilver, and the. 
wheat that was pꝛomiſed, and put into their Ships, 

After theſe things, they went all in Devotion with their 
P2icfts, and began with strength of Coꝛds, to dꝛaw the Bozſc of. 
Baſs befoze the gate of the City, fozaſmuch ad by the Gate it 
might not enter into the City, it was ſo great: therefoze they 
bake the wall in length and height, that it entred in the town. 
and the Tr. jans received it with great jop; but the cuſtom of Foz. 
tune is, great joy endeth with heavineſs, The Trojans made joy 
of this Bozſe, wherein was incloſed their death, and they knew 
not of it. In this Hoꝛſe was aſubtfl man named Sinon, that bare 
the keys of the Pozſe to open it. When the Trojens were aflcep, 
in the night, lozthwith they iNued out of the Pozſe, and gabe a 
token of fire to them that were in the Acivs that they ſhould come 
into the City ta put it all to deſtruction. | „ 3 


Che ſame day the Greeks feigned to go unto Tenedon, and ſaid 
they would receive Helen, and ſec her in ſafety, becauſe the peo» 
ple ſhould not run upon her, fo; the great evils that were dong 
fo2 her; thus they departed from the Poze of Troy with their 
Sail dzawn up, and came befoze the Suns going down to Te- 
nedon, Then had the Trojans great joy when they ſaw the Greeks 
depare ; and the Greeks as ſoon as they were come to Tenedon, 
armed them inthe evening, and went pzivily towards Troy. 
And when the Trojans went to bed, then Sinon opened the Yozſe 

and went out and lighted this ſtre, and ſhewed to them that were 
without; and without delay, they that were laid in wait, entre 
into the City by the gate that was bꝛoken. And the Knights iſlu. 


ed out, and they ſlew the Trojans in their houſes where they flept, 


Thus entred the Greeks into the City, and flew men, women 
andchildzen, and took all that rhey found in their houſes, and 
few above twenty thouſand ere it was day, They robbcd the 
Temples, and the cry acoſe hozrible. Mhen Ring Priamus heard 
the cry, (he knew that Eneas and Anthenor had betraped him) 
he aroſe haſtily and went into his Temple of Apollo, that was 


within his Palace, and kneeled befoze his high altar. Caſſandra 


fled on the other ſide, as one out of her wits, into the Temple. 
of Minerva, weeping with great ſozrow : andthe other Noble- 
women abode ill in the Palace in weeping and tears, 
When the moꝛning came, the Greeks (by the conduc of . 
neas and 4nthenor that were open Tzaito2s to their Citp, alſo 


to their king. ( entred into the Palace of Illion, where they found 


no defence, and put all to death that they found. Then Pyrchus. 
entred the Temple of Apollo, and found there King Priamus : 
then he ran upon him with a naked ſwozd, in ſight of Eneas and, 
Anthenor) he flew there King Priamus befoze the high Altar, 
which was ſpꝛinkled with his blood. Queen Hecuba and Polix- 
ena fled, and knew not whither to go; and {t Happened, that Ge 
met with Æneas, and then ſhe ſaid to him in great fury, Ha, ha, 
Felon, Traitor, from whence is come to thee ſo great cruelty, 
that thou haſt bꝛought them with thee that have flain King Pri- 
amus, that hath done to thee ſo much good, and ſet thee in mag. 
nifience, alſo haſt betrayed the country where thou were lon, 
and the City that thou oughteſt co keep ;atthe leaſt let it ſuffice, . 
and refrain thee now of thy intent, and have pity on this unhays. 
[V+ 
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ÞY Polixena, that among ſo many evils as thou haſt done, thou 
_ [mapclt have grace to daone good deed, foz to ſave her from death 

defoze che Grerks flap her. ness ( moved we pity' ) receivep 
Polixena in his guard, and conveyed her inte a ſecret place. 
Among thete things King Thelamon let in the Temple of 
Minerva in keeping Andromed:, the wife of Hector, and Caſ- 
ſandra, and ſet the City in fire in all places, and burnt it all 
except only the houſes of the Traitozs. When the City of Troy 
was all burnt, King Agamemnon aſſembled the moſt noble of 
Greece in the Temple of Minerva: and when they were all al⸗ 
ſembled, he required of them two things: one was, that thep 
Gold keep their pzomiſe with the Traitozs; the other, that 
they ould cake good advice to part the pzep of the City. 

The anſwer of the Greeks was, That thep would hold cheir 
faith with the CLꝛaitoꝛs, foꝛ the firſt paint : and foz the ſecond, 
every man ſhould bꝛing al the pꝛey in common, and there part 
to each man after his deſert. Then Thelamon ſaid they Choulp 
burn Helen, foꝛ whom ſo many woꝛthy Kings and Pzinces had 
dyed. And there was a great murmure thereupon, that Aga» 
memnon, Ul; ſſes, and Menelaus, had much a do to ſabe her, But 
Ul fles with his fair fpeech faid to them ſo much of divers 
things that they were content Helen ſhould have no harm: Chen 
Agzmemnon did \b much to all the other, that foz his reward, 
Caſſandra the Daughter of ning Priamus was delivered unto 
him. Whilff that the Greeks held pet their Parlfament, there 
came to them Eneas and Anthenor, and advertiſed them how 
Helem had alwaycs blamed the Trojans of the enterpꝛize that 
they made againft the Greeks, and counſelled them to put the 
body of Achilles in a Seputcure, which they would have given to 
che Hounds, and befought them therefoze they would ſave his 
life, and they atcozded to them. And then Andromeda any Hele, 
nus intreated foꝛ the two Sons of Hector, which were ſaved, 

After this upꝛoar, they oꝛdained, that all the noble women 
that werecſcaped from death, ſhould go whither they would frer⸗ 
Iv, oꝛ dwell there filt if it pleaſed them. And after theſe things 
done, they ptirpoſed co depart from Troy: but a great Cempeſt he- 
gan to ariſe that endured a whole month befoze they could go to 
Sea. Then the Greeks asked of Chalcas the cauſe of this trou- 
ble; and he anfwered that the puiſſantes Infernal were not pet 


appeaſed 
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appeaſed foz. the cffuſſon of the blood of Achilles, that was ched 
inthe Temple, fo2 the love of Pulixena, and to appeaſe the Gods, 
it behoveth to ſacrifice Polixena, foz whom Achilles dycd. 
Chen Pyrrhus enquired diligently where Polixena was, that 
was caule of his Fathers death, Agamemnon bemande? of An- 
tenor: which ſaid he knew not where ſhe was, whereofhe lycd 
not: pet foz to make an end of all evils, he enquired ſo much, 
that Polixena was found in an ancient Tower; then he went 
and dꝛew her out by fo:ce, and pzeſenteb her unto King 4 ga- 
memnon, which ſent her to Pyrrhus, he ſent her to che Sepulture 
of Achilles to be lgin ; and as they led her, there was no King 
noz Pzince but had great ſozrow, to ſee ſo fair a woman loff, 
without the had deſerved it; and they had delivered her, if Chal- 
cas had not ſaid, the Tempeſt would not ceaſe until ſhe were dead. 
When Polixena was befoze the Sepulture of Achilles, ſhe ex- 
cuſed her ol the death of Achilles, and ſaid that ſhe wag much 
to2r7 fo2 His death, and the Kings and P2inces of Greece (uf- 
fered her to dye againſt Juſtice, pet ſhe had rather dye than live 
with them that had flain all her friends. Wheu ſhe had finiſhed 
her wozds, Pyrrhus ſmote her with his Swozd, (in the fight of 
the Queen her mother ) and cut her in pieces, and caſt chem all 
about the Sepulture. When Hecuba ſaw her daughter flain, che 
fell in a ſwound, and after went out of her wit, and allailed with 
her teeth and nails all ſhe might come by, and hurt manp of the 

Greeks, Then they took her by fozte, and led her into an Alle, 

and ſtoned her to death. Thus the Queen Hecuba ended her life, 

and che Greeks made foz her a noble Sepulture, which Sepul⸗ 
ture appearech pet in the ſame Ille to this dap. | 
CHAP. XXVII. 

Of the diſſention that was moved becauſe of thePaRadium,berwee: 
CThelamon and Ulpſtes: and how Aeneas and Anthenoz were 
exiled out of Trop:and how the Greeks returned, and of their 
adventures. | | 

r Piles the Greeks ſojsurned at Troy, andcould not depart 
foz the great Tempeſt,after they had deſtroped theCity, 

King Thelamon made his quarrel befoze King Agamemnon fb; 

che Palladium that Ulyſſes had, ſaping, that he had not ſo well de⸗ 

ſerbed it as he had done, that he had ſo manp times ſuccoured the 

Poſt with bidual, and alſo had defended it by his great pꝛowels: 

| whereas 
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whereas the Þgft of the Greeks had been in danger to have been 
iott, had not he been; and ſaid, he had ſlain King Polimneſtor, 
and after flew Polidorus, and bꝛought a great treaſure he found, 
to the Poſt of the Greeks, Alſo he had flain the King of Phrivie, 
and tyzought his goods to the Yoſt,” and alledged then that he 
Had gotten mony Realms to the Seigniozp of Greece, and manp 
other vyaliances he had done to the honour of the Grecks ; and 
ſald mozeover, that Ulyſſes had no pꝛoweſs, but only ſubtilty, 
and fair ſpeaking to deceive men, and by him we have gotten 
great ſhame, that where we might have vanquiſhed the Trojans 
by Arms, now we have vanquiſhed them by deceit and falfhood, 
To theſe woꝛds anſwered Ulyſſes, That by his valour and wit 
the Trojans were banquiſhed;and if he had not been, the Trojans 
had been pet in glozy in the City, And laid to Thelamon, 
Surely the Palladium was never conquered by pour pzoweſs, but 
by mp wit and theGreeks knew not what it was: and J knew 
that Troy could not be taken as long as it was in the ſame, J 
went ſecretly into the City, and did ſo much that it was deliver⸗ 
ed unto me, and after we took the City. To this anſwered 
Thelamon injuriouſip, and Ulyſſes to him in like manner, that 
they became moztal enemies each to other Thelamon menated 
Ulyſſes unto death openly : Pet after this matter was well diſ⸗ 
cuſſed, Agamemnon and Menelaus judged that Ulyſſes ſhotld 
keep the Palladium: ( ſome ſaid they made this judgment, foz- 
aſmuch as Ul, ſſes by his fair ſpeaking had ſaved Helen from 
death, that Thelamon would have had dead: ) And with this 
judgment they could not be content, fo2 the greateſt part ot the 
Moſt ſaid, that Thelamon ought better to have the Palladium 
than Ulyſſes ; therefoze Thelamon ſpake to Agamemnon and 
Menelaus many in jurious woꝛds, and ſaid that he would be thetr 
mo2tal enemy fromthencefo:th. Foz this cauſe Agamemnon, 
Menelau:, and Ulyfles, kept all three together: and had alway 
with them a great company of valiantknights,And on the moz- 
row ofter, early in the mozning, Thelamon was found flain in 
his bed, and had wounds in many places of his body, whereof a- 
roſe a great cry in the Yoſt, and gave all the blame to the thzee 

Kings befo2e rehearſed. 
pyrrhus that loved King Thelamon, ſaid many injurtous 
woꝛ dz to Ulyſſcs: Then Ulyſſes doubted, and the next —_—

bern pou. This counſel ſeemed good ta the Trojans, and they 
2 ter Anthe nor, that returned: and as ſoon ag he Wag tome, 
ncas aſſembled a great number of people to run 1285 him, as 
he that was the moſt mighty in Tron. Then the. Trojans 3955 
him that he ſhould cea le, ünte that the war was fiulched, and t 
he chauld not begin it again. (ald nee )Shall we ſpare (a haſs 


nous we ae that by his.yillany hath cauſed, Polixena the 


fair Daughter of King Priamus tg dug, by him J was hanfhed 
out of Tray, ee habe co d au, and now J mull 
needs leave pou e Aineas 9 00 auch tothe Tro;azs that theꝝ 
baniſhed Anthenor faz ever aut OTR, and copftcained him to 90 
pꝛeſently out of the Town. 

Anthenor went unte Ses with #0700 banden 15 Tro ans 
and fell among Nyrates, who FAT mand dewmanp 
his men and hurt and robbed 7 Ships: in the l 
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vince named Gerbandy; whercof Terides was Lo2d and King, 
a juſt man and a courtevus.Jnthis Land arrived Anthenor with 
a few chips, andreftey on che five of the greater Ille, that was 
nigh unto the Pozt, He ſaw the Country fair, full of wods and 
fountains, and there he bullded a City, and foztifted ſt with 
Walls and good Towers. And when the Trojan: knew thereof, 
many went thicher and dwelt chere with Anthenor, and che 
City grew and was full of people, and *nihenor governed him⸗ 
feif ſy wilelp in this Land, that he was in grace with King Te- 
rides, and was the ſecondperfon akter the King in his Realm, 
and named his City Cortiremetralum. 

Caſſandra that wag left at Troy, had much ſoꝛrow foz the 
milchiefs that were kallen co her friends : and cealed not co 
weep - and the Greeks demander bf ber thete eftatc in their re. 
turning home: che (ati to them, that they ſhould ſuffer many 
great perils ere they got fut their Country: and after ſaid to 
Agamemnon, Thep of his own houſe ſhould kill him. So it 
Happened to him afcer, and ts all the other, like as Caſſandra 
had foze⸗told. Of king Thelamon were left (wo Sons of two 
Nueens, the elde named Hermicides'bf:theNueen Glaufta ; 
and the other of the Quicen Thimiſſa, had to name Anchy fata, 
theſe two Childzen King Thevter nouriſhed till they were able 
fo bear Arms. Fs ho hr 

Among theſe things, Agzmemnon and Menelaus demandes 
leave to return into their Lands and the moſt part of the Hot 
gave them leave, being ſoꝛe veredfozalmuch as they had been 
firfpeced of the death of Thelamon with Ulyſfes which was 
ſtoln away like a thief, wherefoze it hewed that he was culpa- 
dle of his death. Thus theſe two Bzethzen went to Sea to re- 
turn home, in the beginning of winter, when the Sea is moſt 
dangerous :foon after, the other Greeks went ts Sea as folks 
. evil adviſed foz the doubts fre Sw and hadtheir Ships all 
laden with riches of the City of Troy: and foz the defire they 
had to be at Home in their own Country, they returned back in 
the midf of the winter, and ſet apart all dangers which fell unto 
them. About the hour of noon, came a greac Tempeſt, and ſur- 
pꝛiſed them ſuddenly with thunder and rain, with wind and great 
waves - that caft their Ships here and there: and bake their 
matts, and rent their ſails.

ſpear, and addzefſed him againſt Aſſandrus, that he flew him.

This King heard ſay, that 
Dyomedes thas culpable of the death of his Bother, wich U- 
tyifcs; whereupon he commanded that B. s ſhould be ta- 
nen. But Dyomedes hearing thereof fled from-thence, King De- 
mophoon and King Achmas bring arrived in their own Lands, 
were baniſhed in like manner. Then theparrived in the Len 
efDute Neſtor, which received them with great joy. Theſe tws 
Kings purpoſed to go intq their Lands with men of Arms; ann 
rake vengeance on their people. But Duke Neſtor blamed them 
thereof ; and counſelled them, that they ſhould Arſt receive them 
fo2 their Lozds, and pꝛomtſe them great liberties. Thus did 
they as Neftor counſeRedthem ; and it was not long after, but 
ryeir people recefved dem. 

Whilſt Xneas abode in Troy to repair his Ships, he endured 
many aſſaults -of his neighbours, that would have taken the 
- remnant ef the Tro ans. Fozaſmuch as he could not abide lon- - 
ger than his term aſſigned by the Greeks; he aſſembled the Tro. 
jans and tounſelled them they ſhould ſend fd2 Dyomedes to be the 
their King and ſaid, he would come willingly, fozaſmuchas he 
was dzivent out of his Country : and he was both wiſe and va- 
liant. So they lent to ſeek Dyomedes and found him: who came 
and kound the Tro/ans beſleged by their neighbour Nations. E- 
neas then pꝛepartd to battel; in which Dyomedes bare himſelf ſo 
valiantly, that he took ſome p2iſoners, and hanged many as 
Thicves. In the fifth battel he behaved himſelf ſo, that he got 
the upper hand of his enemies, and conquered them all: ſo ag 
there was none of his neighbours that durſt aſail the Trojans. 

During theſe things the Navy of ness was made ready, 
whereupon he took ſhipping with Anchiſes, hisFather- and be⸗ 
ing at Sea, they reſolved to go and ſeek an habitation where the 
Gods and foꝛtune would aſſign them. During their adventures,

How Po:effes Son of Kinz Agamemnon, cruclly avenged himſelf 
for the death of his Father, And how King UlpTes after ſun- 
dry perillous adventures, returned to his Country. 5 

Men Horeftes Son of Ring Agamemnon, who was about 
twenty four years of age, and bꝛought up under King 

Idumeus, was by Id meus made Knight, at whoſe Knighting 

was great feaſting Then Horeftes pzaped him that he would 

help him to revenge the death of his Father, and to recover his 

Lands again. Whereupon Idumeus delivered to him a thouſand 

armed men. And Ho eſtes gathered out of other places. another 

thouſand : ſogoing toward Michmas, he went by Traſim where 

Forenſis was Governour, of whom he got an hund2ed ſouldiers- 

this did Forenſis fo2 the hatred he bare co Egiſtus, becauſe the 

ſaid Egiſtus having eſpouſed his Daughter, fo2ſook her fo: the 
love of Clytemneſtra. Do he jopned with Horeſtes, to make 
war againlt Eęiſtus. This erpedition was taken in hand at the 
beginning of May. When they came befoze Michmas, thoſe that 
kept the City would not yield it. Þe then beſieged it round: foz 

Horeftes had anſwer from the Gods, that he ſhould be avenged 

of his Pother with his own hands, albeit ſhe was cloſed within 

that foꝛtiſied City. Egiſtus was not at this time in that City, 

but was gone ts pꝛocure aid from other places, againft the com- 

ing of Hereftes, by the inſtigation of his wife Cl\ cemneftra. 
Mhen Horeftes underſtood thereof, he ſecrecty laid a great 

Ambuſh of Armed men, to ſurpzize Egiſtus in his return, and 

therewith gave freth aſſaults ts the City: which being but if 

foztiſted was taken after fifteen dayes ſiege who appointing his 
men to keep due watch, that none ſhould go oue noz in — — 
: | Kes, 
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Gates, went himſelf to the Palate Nopal, where he took his o- 
ther, committing her cs pꝛiſon, and cauſed to be app chenden all 
that were any way guilty of his Father's death. The ſame day 
returned Egiſtus, with his ne w aids, thinking ts habe gone to the 
reſtue of the City: but by the way be was taken bythe Ambuch of 
Horeſtes, who flew all his men and bound his hanvs behind him. 

On the mozrow, Horeſtes cauſed his mother Clytemneſtra to 
be bzought befoze Him tark naked, with both Her hands bound, 
whom as ſoon as ever he (aw he ran at her with higSwo2zd;and 
firſt he cut off her two Paps, and after flew her, then he cauſed 
her body to be dzawn into rhe fields, and there to be left fo2 the 
Birds of the air to devour. Then he made Egiſtus to be ſtrip · 
ped, and dzawn naked thzough che City, afterwards to be hang⸗ 

ed; fn like manner dealt he with all thoſe that were found to 
have been culpable of his Father's death. This vengeance took 
Horeftcs foz the death of good King Agamemnon his Facher. 

Menelaus ha bing endured many perils by Sea, at length ar- 
ribed in Creet, having with him Helen his wite:whe hearing of 
the death of his bꝛocher, and how cruelly Horeſtes had put his 
own ꝙather to death, was loze diſpleaſed with his : Pephew. At 
that time came unto Menelaus the greateſt Nobles pf Greece, 
to ſee her, ko whoſe ſake all the Greeks had ſuffered ſs much 
trouble and veration. From Creet, Mcnelaus ſailed to Michmas, 
and told Horeſtes that he was not wozthy to 'be either King 02 
SGovernour there, fo2 that he had ſo cruelly put to death his own 

Mother. Whereupon Menelaus aſlembled at Athens al the 
chick Robles of Greece, to deprive Horeſtes of hig Reign and 
Government, foꝛ the t(yzannous murthering of his Psther. Ho- 
reſtes excuſed himſeif thereof, ſaping, that the Gods had aps 
pointed him to de that which he had done. 

At this the Duke of Athens roſe up. and offeredto be cham⸗ 
pion, in maintaining Horeſtes his cauſe againſt any that would 
withſtand it: which Challenge of his being by no man accepted, 
Horeſtes was judged as gun tleſa, and ſuffered Kill to en joy his 
Kingdom. Eut upon this quarrel Horeſtes. conceived ſuch mo2- 
tal hatred again Menel us his Uncle, that he afterwards bare 
great evil will to him. Notwithſtanding King Idumeus came 
within a'while to Michmas, and reconciled them each to other, 
that Kore ſtes took to wile Hermione the Daughter of King Mes

Thus was Pyrrhus crowned 
King of Theſſely, and eſteemed the moſt redoubted King in al 
Greece, Idumeus King bf -Ctcet dyed ſhozily after, leaving be- 
Hind him two Sons, Merian and Loarea: -Loarca dyed ho:tly at- 
ter his Father, and Merian enfoyed the Kingdom. Thelamonius the 
Son of Ulyſſes had a Son by his Mie Nauſica, named Deiphobus-. 
After all theſe things accompliſht, Acaſtus went and buried 
his two Sons in Theſfaly, by the conſent of Pyrthus: and when 
Pyrrhus was pꝛemoted to his Nopal dignity, he became enamo- 
ted of Hermione, daughter of Helen, and wife to Horeſtes. Per 
he ſo courted, and alured by ſo many enticementg, that he got 
her away from her Husband into I beſſaly, and took her to his 
wife, Horeſtes was ſoze grieved at this injury: pet he durtt not 
ail him with battel in his own Realm, but ſaid he would ere 
long be avenged of this indignity, as ſoon ag time would ſerve:
